PABDONS. 

Ohablbs Mubphy. Conditional. January 28, 1882. Sentenoed 
at the December term, 1881, of the District Court of Polk county, to 
six months imprisonment in the Penitentiary of the State for the 
forgery of an order for fifteen dollars. 

It appears there is doubt whether the forgery was committed with 
intent to defraud. iBefore complaint was made, he confessed the act 
and arranged to work out the amount of the order, which he after- 
ward did. Murphy was drinking at the time of committing the act, 
and afterward, and before indictment, did all in his power to repair 
the wrong. He has already suffered seven weeks imprisonment in 
the county jail, and, under the circumstances, I consider this a sufii- 
-cient punishment. Pardon is recommended by Judge McHenry, 
l)efore whom the case was tried, by J. W, Collins whose name was 
forged. President Carpenter of Drake Unirersity, D. R. Lucas, J. A. 
Harvey, Senator Boling, and others. Pardoned on condition that he 
«does not use intoxicating liquors, or become a frequenter of saloons. 

Gbobgb Walters. Conditional. March 23, 1882. Committed 
to the Penitentiary of the State on the 19th day of May, 1881, under 
a sentence of the district court of the county of Polk, for the term 
of one year, for the crime of larceny. 

His sentence will expire in a few days, and a pardon which has 
the effect of shortening it three days is granted on the recommenda- 
tion of ex-Governor Gear. Conditioned on temperate habits. 

This pardon was canceled on account of refusal of prisoner to 
accept conditions. 

Fbank Rilby. April 1, 1882. Committed to the Penitentiary of 
the State March 16, 1880, under a sentence of the district court of 
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the county of Jefferson, for the term of four years, for the crime of 
robbery. 

He was but seventeen years of age when sentenced, .and he has^ 
now served over two years. Dr. Hoffmeister, physician of the peni- 
tentiary, represents that he is in a dying condition, and can live but 
a short time. Senator Schrader, of Johnson county, unites in this 
opinion, and urges that the prisoner be released, that he may return 
to his home and family to die. Pardoned on these representations. 

Geobge Bennett. April 22, 1882. Committed to the Peniten- 
tiary of the State April 18, 1881, under a sentence of the district 
court of the county of Montgomery, for the term of three years, for 
the crime of obtaining money by false pretenses. 

Developments since the conviction show beyond reasonable doubt 
the case was one of mistaken identity. One Hill has since confessed 
that he committed the crime. The circumstances show that he had 
no accomplice or assistant. The grand jury which has investigated 
since the discovery of the evidence against Hill, is of the opinioiv 
that ^^ a great and terrible wrong has been done Bennett," who has^ 
now been imprisoned for over one year. His immediate pardon is^ 
advised by the distiict judge, the attorney-general (who acted as^ 
prosecuting attorney in this case), and by the county officers of 
Montgomery county, all of whom are convinced that Bennett is- 
wholly innocent. Granted unconditional pardon. 

Lena Stanton. Conditional. May 19, 1882. Committed to the^ 
Penitentiary of the State December 2, 1881, under a sentence of the^ 
district court of the county of Linn, for the term of three years, for 
the crime of grand larceny^ 

She was a young girl (not yet seventeen years of age) when the- 
orime was committed, and during her incarceration in the county 
jail was delivered of a child. The pardon is a conditional one, and 
is granted upon the strong solicitation of the district judge and 
other respectable citizens of Linn county, and the chaplain of the- 
penitentiary, who says that a suitable home has been provided for 
her, where herself and child will be well cared for, and where all 
influences will be for her good. 

Absene Gekabd. May 24, 1882. Committed to the Penitentiary 
of the State April 9, 1881, under sentence of the District Court of 
the county of Adams, for the term of two years for the crime of 
assault with intent to commit murder. 
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It appears from an agreed statement of facts, that the act wa» 
committed in a sudden passion, under circumstances of great aggra- 
vation. The injury inflicted was comparatively slight, and Gerard 
did all in his power to make reparation. Gerard has lived in the 
county twenty-six years, and was a well known farmer, and up to the 
time of this assault was universally regarded as a temperate, upright 
and orderly citizen. In no sense did he belong to the criminal class* 
Pardon asked by eleven of jurors who convicted him, and by hun- 
dreds of the leading citizens of Adams county. He served more 
than half his sentence, and it is believed he has been sufficiently 
punished to answer the demands of justice. 

Frank Hen«y. Conditional. June 29, 1882. Committed to the 
Penitentiary of the State January 6, 1882, under a sentence of the 
district court of the county of "Washington for the term of two 
years, for the crime of assault with intent to kill. 

Pardon asked by members of the bar of Jefferson county, and by 
i^any citizens. I am satisfied from the statement of ex-Attorney- 
G^neral McJunkin, that this man was promised a pardon by Gov- 
ernor Gear. Pardoned on condition that he abstain from the use of 
intoxicating liquors as a beverage. 

James Gbeen. Conditional. July 3, 1882. Committed to the 
Penitentiary of the State March 11, 1876, under a sentence of the 
district court of the county of Appanoose, for the term of eight 
years for the crime of assault with intent to commit murder. 

By reason of good behavior this man's term is nearly out. I have 
shortened it a few weeks more, and granted a pardon with restora- 
tion to citizenship on the petition of many citizens of Wapello 
county. Pardon condition on good behavior. 

HowABD Reed. Conditional. July 15, 1882. Committed to the 
Penitentiary of the State April 18, 1879, under a sentence of the dis- 
trict court of the county of Lucas, for the term of five years, for 
the crime of larceny and burglary. 

This man was an accomplice of one Van Schaack who was also con- 
victed but pardoned by Governor Gear. Judge Burton and Attorney- 
General McPherson state that they regard Van Schaack as the princi- 
pa loffender, and Heed as an accomplice. Reed is a young man of in- 
telligence, previous good character, and gives every indication of ref- 
ormation. Pardon asked by eleven of the jurors, all the county 
officers, and many prominent citizens. 
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Pardon reyoked January 5, 1884, and prisoner ordered renumded 
to the Penitentiary for violation of conditions of pardon. 

S. E. HouLETTE. Conditional. July 17, 1882. Clommitted to the 
Penitentiary of the State September 28, 1881, under a sentence of 
the district court of the county of Madison, for the term of one 
year, for the crime of larceny. 

Pardon recommended by the district judge who passed sentence. 
This man's time is nearly out and I believe that shortening it a few 
weeks by pardon will greatly strengthen his resolution to lead*a bet- 
ter life. Pardon made conditional on good behavior. 

John Sullivan. Conditional. July 31, 1882. Comnutted to the 
Penitentiary of the State June 14, 1878, under a sentence of the dis- 
trict court of the county of Des Moines, for the term of seven years, 
for the crime of robbery. 

Pardon recommended by Judge L. W. Newman, who sentenced 
him. The prison officials say his conduct has been very good while 
in the prison, and they believe if released he will lead an upright 
life. Pardon conditioned on good behavior. 

William J. Buens. Conditional. August 9, 1882. Committed 
to the Additional Penitentiary June 6, 1882, under a sentence of the 
district court of the county of Johnson, for the term of three months, 
for the crime of larceny. 

This man's offense was not of an aggravated character, and I think 
he has been sufficiently punished. 

Pardoned on recommendation of district attorney, the county offi- 
cers of Johnson county and a large number of citizens, and on con- 
dition that he conduct himself as an orderly, law-abiding citizen here- 
after. 

( William E. West. Conditional. August 9, 1882. Committed to 
the Penitentiary of the State, June 21, 1880, under sentence of the 
district court of the county of Jasper, for the term of three years, 
for the crime of burglary. 

His pardon is asked by a large number of citizens of Jasper 
county. It appears that he gave great assistance in prosecuting and 
breaking up the band of burglars with which he was connected in 
one offense. Judge Cook explains that his sentence was made se- 
vere for special reasons which do not now exist, and he therefore 
favors a pardon. I think this man has been sufficiently punished. 
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Pardoned, on condition that he conduct himself as an orderly, law- 
abiding citizen. 

Henby Comstock. Conditional. August 16, 1882. Committed to 
the Additional Penitentiary, June 1, 1876, under sentence of the dis- 
trict court of Jones county, for the term of ten years, for the crime 
of rape. 

It appears that Comstock was an accomplice of one Hawkins in the 
commission of the crime, and that the latter was pardoned by Gk>y- 
emor Gear, who writes that he intended to pardon Comstock also, 
but had overlooked it. The mitigating circumstances, it seems to 
me, are stronger in favor of Comstock than Hawkins. It seems clear 
that the two were concerned in a burglary, but as to the rape there is 
considerable doubt, and the guilt of Comstock in the latter offence is 
open to doubt. At any rate, he has now served a severe sentence, 
and has, I think, been sufficiently punished. His pardon is recom- 
mended by Judge Shade, who sentenced him, by ten of the jurors, 
and by one hundred and eighteen citizens. Pardoned on condition 
that he lead a sober, law-abiding life hereafter. 

Geobge E. Taylob. Conditional. September 6, 1882. Commit- 
ted to the Penitentiary of the State February 22, 1876, under sen- 
tence of the district court of Poweshiek county, for the term of eight 
years, for the crime of assault with intent to murder. 

This pardon shortens the term about three months, and is granted 
under a belief that he will thereby be encouraged to conduct himself 
in the future as a peaceable and law-abiding citizen, and is so con- 
ditioned. 

Dennis Hessions. Conditional. September 9, 1882. Sentencedjto 
the Additional Penitentiary by the district court of Kossuth county, 
October 9, 1880, for the term of six months, for the crime of larceny. 

Case was appealed, and, being affirmed, pardon is now asked by 
eighty prominent citizens of Humboldt county, for the reason that 
Hessions was guilty only of aiding in concealing the crime of his 
brother, who was the real criminal ; that he is a young man who is 
striving earnestly and against many difficulties to lead a respectable 
and upright life, as against the evil influences of many of his rela- 
tions ; that they believe imprisonment in the Penitentiary would en- 
tirely discourage him and result in his ruin. Pardon is also recom- 
mended by the judge who sentenced him, and by the district attor-

ney. I am satisfied these representations are true, and have accord- 
ingly granted a pardon, conditioned on good behavior. 

David R. Babton. Conditional. September 13, 1882. Commit- 
ted to the Penitentiary of the State September 14, 1872, under sen- 
tence of the district court of Monona county, for the term of twelve 
years, for the crime of murder in the second degree. 

During this man's long term of imprisonment his conduct has been 
very good, and the good time he has earned will entitle him to a dis- 
charge in three months from this time. I have decided to shorten 
his term this much as he is very anxious to obtain employment before 
winter sets in, and for the reason that I believe all the ends of pun- 
ishment have been attained in this case. This consideration shown 
him will, I believe, have a great influence on his future life. Pardon 
granted on condition that he will conduct himself in all respects as 
an orderly, law-abiding citizen. 

Gebtie Walkbb. September 25, 1882. Committed to the Ad- 
ditional Penitentiary July 3, 1880, under sentence of the District 
Court of Johnson county, for the term of three years, for the crime 
of burglary. The warden and physician ask this woman's discharge^ 
and I am convinced that further punishment can accomplish no good 
with her. 

William Fosteb. September 25, 1882. Committed to the Peni- 
itentiary of the State October 27, 1881, under sentence of the Dis- 
trict Court of Adams county, for the term of two years, for the crime 
of seduction. , Representative T. L. Maxwell, and a large number of 
the most prominent citizens of the county, urge that this is a case of 
great hardship, and that the accused was convicted on the uncorrob- 
orated testimony of the prosecuting witness. I am convinced that 
this statement is true, and in view of the doubt as to guilt, think the 
prisoner should be released. 

Jay Haddox. October 3, 1882. Committed to the Additional Pen- 
itentiary December 12, 1881, under sentence of the District Court of 
Cedar county, for the term of one year, for the crime of seduction. 

The pardon now granted has the effect of shortening his term two 
weeks. I think this small consideration shown him will have great 
effect in encouraging him for the future . 

Lewis Pbatt. Conditional. October 7, 1882. Committed to the 
Penitentiary of the State September 17, 1881, under sentence of the 
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District Court of Wapello county, for the term of two and one half 
years, for the crime of larceny. 

In view of the doubt whether the defendant intended to commit a 
larceny, I have decided to release him under strong conditions for 
his good behavior in the future. 

Charles Babous. Conditional. October 14, 1882. Committed 
to the Penitentiary of the State January 2, 1882, under sentence of 
the District Court of Polk county, for the term of eighteen months^ 
for the crime of larceny. 

Evidence coming to me that Barcus was violating the conditions 
under which he was released, on the second day of August, 1883, 1 
revoked the above pardon, and ordered the return of the prisoner to 
the penitentiary, there to complete the full term of his sentence. 

James Chenbwobth. Conditional. October 14, 1882. Commit- 
ted to the Penitentiary of the State December 1, 1881, under sentence 
of the District Court of Pplk county, for the term of nine years, for 
larceny. The prison physician certifies that Cheneworth's health is 
very poor, and if kept in confinement much longer his case will de- 
velop into incurable consumption. 

[Note. — ^I am informed the prisoner died not long after his re- 
lease.] 

Ebiok Hanson. Conditional. October 14, 1882. Committed to 
the Additional Penitentiary October 4, 18B0, under sentence of the 
District Court of Fayette county, for the term of three years, for the 
crime of forgery. 

I am convinced that all the ends of punishment have been reached 
in this case, and there is no need of further punishment. Hanson 
was confined in jail six months before his conviction. 

LiKBBiCK B. Ball. Conditional. October 1882. Committed to 
the Penitentiary of the State October 4, 1876, under sentence of the 
District Court of Jasper county, for fifteen years, for the crime of 
murder in the second degree. 

This man has already suffered a severe punishment, and in view of 
his depressed physical condition and constant suffering, I agree with 
Senator Meyer and Kepresentatives Tool and Dotson, that for humane 
reasons he should be released. 

WiLLLAM B. Hughes. Conditional. November 3, 1882. Sen- 
tenced to the Additional Penitentiary by the district court of Scott 
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county for the term of eighteen months, for the crime of assault with 
intent to rob. 

It was represented to me that at the time of this man's sentence 
his health was in such a condition that confinement in prison would 
endanger his life. Since his release he has received the best of care 
and medical attendance, but his health has remained poor; and he is 
now in a very dangerous condition. I do not think he could have 
long survived imprisonment. 

Chablbs O'Nbil. Conditional. November 20, 1882. Committed 
to the Penitentiary of the State January 24, 1867, under sentence of 
the district court of Linn county, for life, for the crime of murder in 
the second degree. 

This man has been confined nearly fifteen years, and his health is 
430 worn away that he is kept almost constantly in the hospital, and, 
as the physician says, is an object of pity. In my judgment further 
punishment can accomplish no good in his case. 

William Dailey. Conditional. November 21, 1882. Committed 
to the Penitentiary of the State July 2, 1879, under sentence of the 
district court of Poweshiek county, for the term of six years, for the 
crime of burglary. 

The prisoner was but sixteen years of age at the time of his sen- 
tence. He was the dupe of others; and I think three years of pun- 
ishment sufilcient in his case. Pardon asked by a large number of 
citizens. 

R. H. 6iF£0BD. Conditional. November 23, 1882. Committed 
to the Penitentiary of the State November 4, 1880, under sentence of 
the district court of Des Moines county, for the term of five years, 
for the crime of burglary. 

At the time this man was sentenced his health was very poor, and 
he has since been gradually failing. The warden and physician both 
state that he now appears to be in the last stages of confirmed con- 
sumption, with no hope of recovery. Judge Stutsman, who sen- 
tenced him, who is conversant with the facts as they now exist, 
strongly recommends an unconditional pardon. Earnest appeals are 
made in his behalf by Hon. Jno. N. Irwin, Hon. S. M. Clark and 
Hon. H. W. Rothert. 

William Nobl. Conditional. November 28, 1882. Committed 
the Penitentiary of the State February 14, 1882, under sentence of 
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the district court of Cass county, for the term of one year, for the 
crime of forgery. 

This man's term will expire in January, 1883. He was in jail four 
months preyious to incarceration in the Penitentiary. He has a 
large family entirely dependent upon him for support; he promises 
thorough reformation, and bitterly repents his crime, which was 
done in order to procure necessaries for his family. I am induced to 
release him through consideration for those dependent upon him, 
that he may devote himself to their protection. 

James Brady. Conditional. December 19, 1882. Committed to 
the Penitentiary of the State February 25, 1878, under sentence of 
the district court of Lee county, for the term of fifteen years, for the 
crime of murder in the second degree. 

This man has served ten years for a crime committed in a drunken 
quarrel. I believe he has been sufficiently punished. In this, as in 
many other cases, the greater suffering has fallen upon the convict's 
wife and children. 

Hobby Williams. Conditional. December 20, 1882. Committed 
to the Penitentiary of the State May 15, 1877, under sentence of the 
district court of Marion county, for the term of twenty-five years, for 
the crimes of murder in the second degree and burglary. 

I believe that the killing in this case is shown by the evidence to 
be justifiable homicide. Pardon asked for by five hundred citizens 
of Marion county, and is granted on condition of future good be- 
havior. The term of sentence imposed for the burglary has expired. 
There were mitigating circumstances in this case also, but perhaps 
none that would justify pardon. 

John Bowebs. Conditional. December 28, 1882. Committed to 
the Penitentiary of the State December 10, 1877, under sentence of 
the district court of Polk county for the term of fifteen years, for 
the crime of assault with intent to rape. 

Since the conviction the prosecuting witness, in another case 
charging another person with another offense of the same character, 
has contradicted the testimony given in this case in a surprising man- 
ner. I can see no way to reconcile the discrepancies. The prisoner 
protested his innocence, and at the time of his sentence the prose- 
cuting witness had not contradicted her testimony as she did after- 
ward. Bowers has served five years, and in view of the doubts now 
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raised as to bis guilt I think farther punishment would be unjustifi- 
able. 

Qeobge Walkeb. Conditional. December 28, 1882. Committed 
to the Additional Penitentiary July 3, 1880, under sentence of the 
district court of Johnson county for the term of three years for the 
crime of burglary. 

In view of mitigating circumstances in this case I think the pris- 
oner has been sufficiently punished, and that his release now will be 
a great encouragement to him to lead an upright life in the future, 
and will do no harm to society. This pardon shortens the prisoner's 
term less than three weeks. 

Ellbn Davenpobt. Conditional. January 3, 1883. Committed 
to the Additional Penitentiary June 1, 1881, under sentence of the 
district court of Dubuque county for the term of two years, for the 
crime of larceny. 

Pardon granted on the recommendation of prison officials. I agree 
with them that no good can be gained by further punishment. The 
prisoner was less than eighteen years of age, and in view of her 
youth and promises of reformation I thought it best to remit the re- 
mainder of the punishment. 

Fbank Wood. Conditional. January 2, 1883. Committed to the 
Additional Penitentiary September 6, 1879, under sentence of the 
district court of Mitchell county for the term of four years, for 
the crime of larceny. • 

This man's time would have expired yesterday but for the fact that 
he lost twenty days by minor infractions of prison rules. There was 
much to mitigate these acts, and the warden recommends that he be 
released at once. Since the violations of the rules as charged against 
him his conduct has been exceptionally good. His mother is in very 
low health. Under these circumstances I have granted a conditional 
pardon, which has the effect of restoring nineteen days of good time. 

E. S. Clappbb. January 22, 1883. Sentenced to the Penitentiary 
of the State January 2, 1880, by the district court of Polk county, for 
the term of thirty days, under section 3916 of the Code. 

Pardon asked by District Attorney Conner, D. O. Finch, Galusha 
Parsons, Josiah Given, J. S. Runnells, T. S. Wright, and many others. 
After investigation I agree with the statement of Seward Smith, 
Esq., that there is no evidence of criminal intent in this case and 
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that the defendant was convicted upon a naked technicality, and the 
existence of the technicality as a fact of the case is in doubt. 

Samuel O. King. Conditional. January 25, 1883. Committed to 
tne Additional Penitentiary October 11, 1875, under sentence of the 
district court of Benton county, for the term of ten years, for the 
orime of assault with intent to commit murder. 

During the last four years this man has done extra work to the 
amount of four hours per day, and his conduct has been in all re- 
spects exemplary. He has been in prison nearly nine years (includ- 
ing diminution) and I am satisfied all the ends of the law have been 
attained in his case. His aged mother is in poor circumstances and 
urgently needs his assistance for her support. 

GsoBGE Watson. Conditional. January 26, 1883. Committed 
to the Penitentiary of the State January 22, 1879, under sentence of 
the district court of Des Moines county, for the term of six years, 
for the crime of burglary. 

Judge Stutsman, who sentenced this man, recommended his re- 
lease, thinking he has been sufficiently punished. The prison physi- 
cian certifies that Watson's health is very poor, being afflicted with 
Bright's disease, and that as he cannot be properly treated in the 
prison it will endanger his life to keep him there longer. 

Habvkt D. Newman. Conditional. February 8, 1883. Sentenced 
to the Penitentiary of the State by the district court of Wapello 
county February 3, 1883, for the term of six months, for the crime 
of forgery. 

The guilt of this case was largely that of ignorance, and while 
the sentence was entirely proper, I think it was made so by the tech- 
nical requirements of the law, and that in this case the trial and con- 
viction are sufficient punishment. 

William Hennessy. Conditional. March 5, 1883. Committed 
to the Additional Penitentiary May 28, 1880, under sentence of the 
district court of Allamakee county, for the term of twenty years, for 
the crime of arson. ^ 

This pardon is granted on the earnest solicitation and recommenda- 
tion of Hon. E. E. Cooley, trial judge, who, from information ob- 
tained by him since the trial and conviction, expresses great doubt of 
the guilt of the prisoner. Also the memorial of the city council of 
Decorah urging executive clemency, also the recommendation of indi- 
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vidual members of the jury before whom the case was tried, and nu- 
merously signed petitions from the citizens of Allamakee county ex- 
pressing a belief in the innocence of the prisoner, and that the con- 
viction was based upon testimony which after trial was found to be 
unreliable. 

Samuel Wells. Conditional. March 20, 1883. Committed to 
the Additional Penitentiary October 7, 1881, under sentence of the 
district court of Fayette county, for the term of two years for the 
crime of burglary. 

I haye shortened this man's time a few months believing that he 
will then gain his freedom under conditions that will insure good 
conduct hereafter. His wife and children are in urgent need of hi& 
help. 

William Yabton. Conditional. March 20, 1883. Committed to 
the Additional Penitentiary May 1, 1879, from Linn county, for the 
term of five years, for the crime of larceny. 

Counting this man's good time his term will expire in a few 
months. This is one of the cases where I think it better for the 
prisoner and for society that he be released under a conditional par- 
don than by an absolute discharge. 

H. L. BoTTUM. Conditional. March 28, 1883. Committed to the 
Additional Penitentiary July 3, 1882, from Jackson county, for the 
term of two years, for the crime of perjury. 

On account of the distress of this man's family, and on the recom- 
mendation of Judge Walter I. Hayes and District Attorney Benson, 
the sentence has been commuted. 

D. C. Wheeleb. Conditional. April 2, 1883. Committed to the 
Additional Penitentiary October 9, 1882, from Cherokee county, for 
the term of one year for the crime of forgery. 

The crime was caused more by unfortunate circumstances than 
real criminal intent. Pardon favored by Judge Lewis and nearly al 
the grand and petit jurors. 

A. J. Bbigham. Conditional. April 9, 1883. Committed to the 
Additional Penitentiary May 13, 1880, from Cedar county, for the 
term of two and one-half years for the crime of burglary and lar- 
ceny. 

This man's term reduced by allowance of good time will expire in 
a little over two months. Pardon is allowed^him because of previous

good reputation, the needs of his family, and the advantage of re- 
leasing him under conditions to insure future good conduct. 

David McCubdy. Conditional. April 14, 1883. Committed to 
the Penitentiary of the State November 7, 1879, from Marshall 
county, for the term of five years, for the crime of burglary. * 

I think this man has been sufficiently punished and that it is best 
to grant him conditional release. 

J. F. MiLLBB. Conditional. April 14, 1883. Committed to th6 
Penitentiaiy of the State April 21, 1882, from Poweshiek county, for 
the term of two years, for the crime of perjury. 

The conviction of this man was the result of a neighbomood quai^- 
rel. It is represented by many prominent citizens of Poweshiek 
county that while he may have been technically guilty of the crime 
charged, the act was committed through ignorance, and was not k 
willful violation of law. In view of the extreme destitution of hii^ 
wife and large family of small children, who depend entirely upon 
him for their support, and upon the earnest solicitation of many of 
the prominent citizens of Poweshiek county, this pardon is granted 
upon condition that his conduct hereafter shall be such as becomes an 
lionest and law abiding citizen. 

Jambs Connbbs. Conditional. April 16, 1883. Committed to the 
Penitentiary of the State December 17, 1881, from Union county, 
for the term of two years, for the crime of breaking and entering. 

In this case four parties, including Conners, were indicted for car 
breaking, and one of the number broke jail and escaped. In order 
to convict Conners the State had to rely upon testimony of the two 
other accomplices. As I understand it the leader of the party was 
one Castelle, who escaped as above mentioned. Conners has now 
served, including his good time, nearly three-fourths of his full term 
of imprisonment. It is shown me that if discharged he can imme- 
diately procure employment by the railway company at Creston. His 
discharge is asked for by a large number of citizens, and believing 
that justice has been fully satisfied in his case and that his discharge 
now will result in his betterment I have ordered his discharge. 

William Milleb. Conditional. April 18, 1883. Committed to 
the Penitentiary of the State April 17, 1882, from Montgomery 
county, for the term of two years, for the crime of breaking and en- 
tering.

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This man was guilty of entering a sleeping room in the day time 
and carrying away a coat. It is represented to me that previons to 
this offense he had always maintained an excellent character and is 
most respectably connected. Having now served over one-half of 
his term I am convinced that justice has been fully satisfied in his 
case. 

Albert Lang. Conditional. April 18, 1883. Committed to the 
Penitentiary of the State October 2, 1881, from Davis county, for the 
term of three years, for the crime of burglary. 

This boy with another lad of about his age, was detected in 
breaking into a store and stealing some small articles, such as pocket- 
knives. Because thereof was convicted and sent to the penitentiary. 
The other lad was never prosecuted for his offense, although there is 
no question he was equally guilty with Lang. His pardon is asked 
for by large numbers of business men of the city of Bloomfield, 
where the offense was committed, who are thoroughly conversant 
with the boy's history, who insist to me that his widowed mother who 
is possessed of very limited means indeed, really needs his assist- 
ance. He has already served one-half his term in the penitentiary, 
and I am convinced from what I know of the case that his discharge 
would result in his own betterment and give his aged mother the as- 
sistance which she so much needs. 

T. Lawbbnob Bbice. Conditional. April 18, 1883. Committed 
to the Penitentiary of the State March 21, 1876, from Clinton county 
for the term of twenty years for the crime of rape. 

A very thorough examination into the facts of this case developed 
since the conviction of the defendant, satisfies me that the sentence 
was of unusual severity. It is indeed a matter of gravest doubt as 
to the commission of the offense at all. This view is sustained by 
the trial judge, Hon. Walter I. Hayes, who strongly urged the pardon 
of the defendant, and by the district attorney, who recommended the 
exercise of this power. Large numbers of the best citizens of Clin 
ton county also unite therein. The offense charged is of so grave a 
character that only the strongest extenuating circumstances and 
doubts would or ought to induce any interference, but after a rigid 
examination into the case I am convinced the defendant has been suf- 
ficently punished. 

E. J, McGowAN. Conditional. April 23, 1883. Sentenced by 
the district court of Carroll county, at the November term, 1881, to 
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the Penitentiary of the State for the term of one year, for the crime 
of seduction. 

Defendant appealed the case, and no actual commitment has been 
made* The pardon is granted on the recommendation of the trial 
judge, who observes that evidence discovered since the conviction 
and not attainable theretofore, raises most serious doubts of the pre- 
vious chastity of the prosecutrix, without which conviction would be 
impossible. Under our statute, singularly enough, while newly-dis-^ 
covered evidence is good ground for a new trial in a civil action, it 
is not allowable in a criminal proceeding, and therefore the judge 
was powerless to grant a new trial. The pardon is also recom- 
mended by nearly all of the trial jurors and by a large number 
of the most respectable people of the immediate vicinity where 
the alleged offense was committed. On the whole case I think the 
defendant ought not to be committed. 

Olk O. Russbll. Conditional. April 27, 1883. Committed to 
the Penitentiary of the State February 7, 1882, from Story county, 
for the term of three and one half years, for the crime of forgery. 

This pardon is granted upon the very urgent recommendation of 
the warden, supported by that of the prison physician and chaplain. 
He is a Norwegian and a married man, and this was his first offense. 
Great mental depression took possession of him immediately upon 
his incarceration fourteen months ago, which has resulted in total 
prostration and which the phy^ipian insists may prove fatal in a very 
short time. Believing that his punishment has been already severe, 
I have consented to his discharge. 

Genebal Houstan. Conditional. May 1, 1883. Committed to. 
the Penitentiary of the State September 11, 1876, from Muscatine 

« 

oounty, for the term of twenty-five years, for the crime of murder in 
the second degree. 

On the 24th day of October, 1881, Governor Gear commuted the 
•sentence to eight years, and thereunder his term would expire on the 
:26th of the present month. He has behaved well since incarceration 
a;id in view of his good record I deem it wise to discharge him. 

Sylvester Bowder. Conditional. June 27, 1883. Committed 
to the Additional Penitentiary December 2, 1882, from Buchanan 
^county, for the terijx of eight months, for the crime of larceny. 

This pardon is granted on the earnest solicitation of Hon. John S. 
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Stacy, of Anamosa, Iowa, who insists, on an examination of th^ 
whole record that the prisoner has been sufficiently punished for thia 
first offense. His conduct siuce incarceration has been excellent,"^ as 
certified by the warden, and as but twenty days more would' com 
plete his term of imprisonment I am of opinion he ought to be dis« 
charged. 

Dayton Lewis. Conditional. June 20, 1883. Committed to the 
Penitentiary of the State December 3, 1881, from Polk county, for 
the term of two and one half years, for the crime of uttering a 
forged bank check. 

This pardon is granted upon the petition of a large number of the 
most prominent citizens of Polk county, including county officers 
and members of the General Assembly. Also the earnest recom- 
mendation of Hon. Wm. Connor, who was district attorney at the 
time of conviction. He has served nearly his full term, and thia 
action reduces his term of imprisonment but six months. From 
information I have received from persons familiar with the facts in 
the case, I believe he has been sufficiently punished. 

Chablbs Ahbens. Conditional. July 3, 1883. Committed to the 
Penitentiary of the State January 15, 1877, from Clinton county for 
the term of ten years for the crime of larceny. 

This boy was convicted when sixteen years of age, and has now 
served over six years. The prison officials think him thoroughly 
reformed. His health is poor, and he will suffer greatly by any 
longer confinement. A clergyman has arranged to take him into his 
family, and adopt him as a son after his discharge. All the ends of. 
punishment seem to be reached in this case, and he is granted a con 
ditional release. 

.James P. Howland. Conditional. July 9, 1883. Committed to 
the Additional Penitentiary May 20, 1878, from Scott county, for the 
term of ten years for the crime of burglary. January 11, 1879, he 
was transferred to the Penitentiary of the State, at Ft. Madison. 

The prison physician certifies that the prisoner has heai^t disease in 
a bad form, and it is constantly growing worse. He is released for 
humane reasons. 

Ted O. Lacy. Conditional. July 10, 1883. Committed to the 
Additional Penitentiary May 1, 1879, from Linn county, for the term 
of seven years, for the crime of burglary. 
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The prisoner's conduct in the penitentiary has been very good, and 
he gives every indication of reformation. A conditional pardon will 
test his sincerity, and give him a full release from punishment only 
by reason of future good conduct. 

Hbnby Dxtbston. Conditional. July 27, 1883. Committed to the 
Additional Penitentiary March 21, 1879, from Buchanan county, for 
the term of ten years for the crime of forgery. 

On the 20th day of December, 1880, the sentence of the court was 
^commuted by Governor G^air to the term of six years. 

In jail and in the penitentiary this man has served five and one half 
years. Sufficient punishment to justify his conditional release. 

Thomas Hood. Conditional. July 28, 1883. Committed to the 
Additional Penitentiary May 19, 1882, from Jones county, for the 
term of one and one half years for the crime of adultery. 

The defendant and the woman Woodyard were indicted for adul- 
tery. They plead guilty and were sentenced — ^the defendant to 
eighteen months in the penitentiary, and the woman to ten days in 
the county jail. The woman was married, but had separated from 
her husband, and sometime in 1882, was married to defendant Hood. 
She claimed she did not know she was doing wrong, and, from evi- 
dence submitted to me, I am satisfied that defendant Hood did not 
know of the fact that she was a married woman. The petition for 
his discharge is signed \>j a large portion of the most respectable 
-citizens of Jones county, and by nearly all the county officers and 
practicing attorneys. The sentence, I think, in his case was too se- 
vere upon the facts shown. The more guilty one escaped with but 
ten days in the county jail.

Alex. McMakus. Conditional. August 14, 1883. Committed to 
the Additional Penitentiary December 24, 1881, from Jones county, 
for the term of five years, for the crime of larceny. 

This man was convicted of the larceny of an overcoat. His con- • 
duct theretofore, so far as I have been able to learn, was exemplary, 
and he has always had the reputation of being an honest man. He 
has a family dependent upon him, and they are in destitute circum- 
stances. Under all the circumstances of the case, I think the sentence 
was too severe. His conduct in prison has been the very best, and I 
believe he has thoroughly repented of the offense committed, and in 
the future will lead an industrious and blameless life. 
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Hattib Dillok. ConditionaU Angast 21, 1883. Committed to 
the Additional Penitentiary July 3, 1882, from Marshall county, for 
the term of two years, for the crime of stealing from the person. 

Discharged on condition that she return to her parents, and lead 
an upright life hereafter. 

EuQENE Baldwin. Conditional. August 21, 1883. Committed 
to the Additional Penitentiary February 17, 1883, from Cherokee 
county, for the term of one year, for the crime of larceny by selling 
mortgaged property. 

I think the sale of the mortgaged property in this case was largely 
the result of the prisoner's youth and ignorance of business. At any 
rate he has been punished enough, and the condition of his fanuly de- 
mands a release. 

Chables Reillbt. Conditional. October 2, 1883. Committed to 
the Additional Penitentiary May 19, 1882, from Jones county, for 
the term of two years, for the crime of burglary. 

This is a case where a young man of previous good reputation fell 
into bad company, and as the result of a drunken spree found him- 
self convicted of crime. I agree with Representative Lathrop that 
the prisoner has been sufficiently punished and there is no call for 
further punishment. 

William 6. Mablet. Conditional. November 13, 1883. Com- 
mitted to the Additional Penitentiary April 3, 1882, from Woodbury 
county, for the term oi two years, for the crime of horse stealing. 

Term shortened a few weeks as an encouragement to the prisoner^ 
and in order to put him under conditions for future good conduct. 

William Aenold. Conditional. December 3, 1883. Committed 
to the Additional Penitentiary December, 1882, from Woodbury 
county, for the term of fifteen months, for the crime of grand lar- 
ceny. 

I agree with the petitioners in this case that the prisoner has been 
sufficiently punished and the condition of his family demands his 
release. 

Mabtin Meshbk. Conditional. December 27, 1883. Committed 
to the Additional Penitentiary Oct. 27, 1879, from Benton county, for 
the term of ten years, for the crime of murder in the second degree. 

The testimony shows the crime was committed under great provo- 
cation, and I think the prisoner has been sufficiently punished. Par- 
don conditioned on good behavior. 
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John Fosteb. Conditional. January 2, 1884. Committed to the 
Additional Penitentiary May 1, 1879, from Linn county, for the term 
of seven years, for the crime of burglary. 

Foster was the dupe of others in this crime. He has been pretty 
severely punished for the small part he took in the crime. Pardon 
recommended by the district attorney. 

Thomas Teavis. Conditional. January 8, 1884. Committed to 
the Penitentiary of the State September 29, 1881, from Wapello 
county, for the term of four years, for the crime of manslaughter. 

This man's pardon is asked by nearly all the jurors who convicted 
him, by the county officers and a number of prominent citizens. 
Travis was a young man of excellent character, industrious, law- 
abiding and temperate. He committed this crime when in a state of 
intoxication for perhaps the first time in his life and when excited to 
frenzy by intoxicating liquor. I believe the ends of punishment have 
been reached in this case. 

John Gsegg. Conditional. January 8, 1884. Committed to the 
Penitentiary of the State March 17, 1879, from Jefferson county, for 
the term of six and one half years, for the crime of larceny and 
abduction. 

Term of sentence is reduced on account of poor health, and in the 
belief that if now released under conditions it will be found that he 
has been punished sufficiently to answer all the ends of justice. 

SUSPENSIONS OF SENTENCE. 

Michael Madigan. Suspension. July 24, 1882. Under sentence 
from Polk county for ten years, for assault with intent to murder. 
Sentence suspended for six months. 
[NoTB. — ^The prisoner died soon after his return home.] 

John Bbodebick. Suspension. March 22, 1883. Committed to 
the Additional Penitentiary November 20, 1882, from Woodbury 
county, for the term of two and one-half years, for the crimes of bur- 
glary and larceny. .Sentence suspended six months. Reasons ill 
health. 

Edward Kimmbll. Suspension. April 19, 1883. Committed to 
the county jail of Polk county, under sentence of the Police court of 
Des Moines, for the term of thirty days, for intoxication. 
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Upon the recommendation of Judge. Hillis before whom the case 
was tried, the execution of the sentence is suspended for six months 
from this date. 

Mabt a. Biokabd. Suspension. July 2, 1883. Committed to the 
<iounty jail of Polk county, under sentence of the Police court of Des 
Moines June 30, 1883, for the term of sixty days, for the crime of dis- 
turbing the publit) quiet and using bad language. 

It appearing from a statement of C. H. Rawson, M. D., after mak- 
ing a careful examination of the case that the prisoner was in very 
poor health and the execution of the sentence would be injurious to 
her health, and also a statement signed by many prominent citizens 
of Des Moines that they believed a full execution of the sentence 
ifTould result in the insanity of the prisoner, I have ordered a suspen- 
sion of the sentence for a period of three months. 

Samttel Hijghbs. Suspension. July 17, 1883. Committed to the 
Additional Penitentiary for the term of one year from Webster 
county on the 23d of November, 1881, for the crime of bigamy. 

It appearing from a statement of Hon. J. A. O. Yeomans and others 
interested that an important civil action was pending in the court of 
Pocahontas county, in which the evidence of Hughes was necessary 
in insure justice to the parties interested, and his presence was wanted 
for that purpose, I have ordered a suspension of sentence for a period 
of thirty days. 

Thomas Scott. Suspension. August 2, 1883. Committed to the 
Penitentiary of the State, under sentence of the District court of 
Page county. 

Granted because of the dangerous illness of the prisoner 

Thomas Flahbbtt. Suspension. November 12, 1883. Committed 
to the Penitentiary of the State. 

The Warden and physician represent that this man is in a dying 
condition. He expresses a strong desire to die outside of the prison 
walls. His brother, who lives near the prison, asks permission to take 
care of him. The prison officials urge a suspension of his sentence 
for ninety days which I have decided bftst to do. 

Sophia Graham. Suspension. December 4, 1882. Committed to 
the Additional Penitentiary July 3, 1.882, from Marshall county, for 
the term of six years, for the crime of larceny. 

This woman's husband was committed at the same time for same 
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offense, leaving two small children without any one to care for them. 
Sentence saspended for six months to enable her to care for her 
-children through the winter. 



COMMUTATIONS OP SENTENCE. 

Michael Flynn. Commutation. March 3, 1883. Committed to 
the Penitentiary of the State February 17, 1877, from Lee county, for 
the term of twelve years, for the crime of murder in the second de- 
cree. 

At the request of T. W. Newman by whom sentence was passed, 
Hon. D. N. Sprague then district-attorney, and many prominent citi- 
:^ens of Lee county, the sentence is commuted to, seven and one-half 
years upon condition that said Michael Flynn shall hereafter entirely 
abstain from the use of intoxicating liquors of every kind and con- 
duct himself as a peaceable and law-abiding citizen. 

PARDONS PROM JAILS. 

Jonathan Cobbai^. Feb. 11, 1882. Committed to the Wapello 
<50unty jailAugust, 1881, for the term of six months for the crime of 
larceny of less than twenty dollars. 

Term will expire in less than one month, and altogether he has been 
in jail nearly one year. This I consider sufficient punishment for the 
larceny of less than twenty dollars. Considering his good conduct 
and poor health I have granted a pardon which has the effect of short- 
ening his imprisonment a little over three weeks. Pardon recom- 
mended by Judge Burton, who sentenced him, and by District Attor- 
ney Townsend. 

Hbnbt Eimb. February 26, 1882. Committed to the county jail 
of Polk county under sentence of the Police Judge of Des Moines 
City on the 20th of February, 1882, for the term of twenty days, for 
crime of assault and battery. 

Pardoned after five days imprisonment, on the recommendation of 
Police Judge Hillis, who sentenced [him, to enable him to see his 
father, who is reported to be dying at Keokuk, the conditions being 
that Kime will go to visit his father at once, and also that he will 
hereafter refrain from intoxicating liquors. 
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William Fboah. March 7, 1882. Committed to the county jail 
of Polk county February 16, 1882, by order of Police Judge Hillis,. ' 
of Des Moines City, for the term of thirty days, for the crime of 
petit larceny* 

Two-thirds of the sentence has expired, and as his mother is in cir- 
cumstances of great destitution, he is pardoned on condition of fu- 
ture good behavior. Pardon recommended by Police Judge Hillis. 

Oeobob Sylybstbb. May 20, 1882. OommittedOto the Keokuk 
county jail under sentence of the District Court of the county of 
Keokuk April 13, 1882, for the term of three months, for the crime- 
of bribery. 

Pardon strongly recommended by Special District Attorney Geo.. 
D, Woodin (who prosecuted the case), who now believes he was only 
technically guilty, and meant no wrong. He has a large family who- 
need his labor; and many of the prominent citizens of Sigoumey ask 
his pardon. Pardon also recommended by the jury by whom he waa^ 
convicted, who commended the defendant to the mercy of the court. 
Pardon granted on these representations, conditioned on future good 
behavior. 

B. O. Simmons. August 5, 1882. Committed to the' Polk county 
jail by Police Judge Hillis, of Des Moines City, for the term of three- 
days for intoxication. 

Since being imprisoned Simmons has been injured, and his phy- 
sician. Dr. B. A. Patchen, states that there is great danger of erysip- 
elas if he is, kept in the jail. Pardoned for this reason. 

Eva S. Lloyd. Conditional. August 21, 1882. Committed to the- 
Polk county jail August 7, 1882, by the police court of Des Moines,, 
for the term of thirty days for intoxication. 

This young woman has served half her sentence, and in my judg- 
ment has been sufficiently punished. There are strong assurances- 
that if released she will endeavor to lead an upright life hereafter.. 
Pardoned on condition of good behavior. 

Millabd Tbacy, Andbbw Lee and William Bbttmwell. October 
9, 1882. Defendants jointly indicted, tried, and on the fifth day of 
April, 1879, sentenced for assault to commit murder, by the District 
Court of Benton county, as follows: Tracy one year, Lee six months^ 
and Brumwell three months. 

Governor Gear suspended sentence in these cases for one year. It 
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appears that the defendants were men of previous good character;, 
that the prosecuting witnesses barely escaped impeachment; that 
there is doubt as to the identity of the defendants as the persons 
guilty of the crime; and that in any event the assault was committed 
under circumstances of great provocation. 

Chables Babo. October 11, 1882. Committed to the county jail 
of Polk county October 6, 1882, by the police court of the City of 
Des Moines, for the term of fifteen days for vagrancy. 

Babo is a boy about sixteen years of age, and lives in Story county.. 
His father died a few weeks ago, and the boy came to Des Moines>. 
where he was unacquainted, without any express purpose in view.. 
He was found wandering about the city in an aimless way, but was. 
not in bad company, nor engaged in any questionable conduct. At 
the time of his arrest as a vagrant he had money in his possession^ 
I can see no justification for his imprisonment, and have accordingly 
ordered his discharge. 

H. Laytok. Conditional. March 25, 1883. Committed to the- 
Mahaska county jail under sentence of the District Court of Mahaska 
county, December 16, 1882, for the term of four months, for the crime^ 
of resisting an officer. 

Owing to the mitigating circumstances in this case, and the pre-^ 
vious good character of the prisoner, I think his punishment should 
be shortened. 

JosBPH MoBFOBD. Conditional. June 5, 1883. Committed to the 
county jail of Adair county, under sentence of the district court of 
said county, March 21, 1883, for the term of six months, for the crime^ 
of assault with intent to commit great bodily injury. 

This pardon is granted on petition of a large number of the best 
citizens of Adair county, who believe the prisoner has been suffi*. 
ciently punished, the circumstances which induced the offense being 
considered, and upon the affidavits of the sheriff and a reputable^ 
physician of the county that the prisoner is in a very critical state of 
health, and suffering greatly because of his incarceration, and further 
imprisonment would result in serious permanent injury. 

Chables Rickabd. Conditional. July 20, 1883. Committed to 
the county jail of Polk county June 29, 1883, under sentence of the 
police court of Des Moines, for the term of thirty days, for the 
crime of intoxication. Released on recommendation of police judge. 
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Mabt Sunshaw. Conditional. July 28, 1883. Committed to the 
Polk county jail July 25, 1883, by the police court of the city of Des 
Moines, for the term of one year, for the crime of vagrancy. 

, A conditional pardon in this case will answer all the purposes of a 
Vond for good behavior. 

Ellbn Mubphy. Conditional. August 4, 1883. Committed to 
the county jail of Polk county July 21, 1883, under sentence of the 
police court of Des Moines, for the term of one year, for the crime of 
vagrancy, in default of giving bond in amount of $200 for good be- 
havior. 

Pardon recommended by Judge Hillis, police judge, and the pris- 
oner's mother, who asks her release that she may take her to her 
home in Missouri. And pardon is granted upon the following condi- 
tions, which were agreed to by the prisoner^ viz: that she shall abso- 
lutely abstain from the use of all kinds of intoxicating liquors; that 
she shall demean herself as an honest law-abiding person; and imme- 
diately upon her release shall remove from the State. 

Amanda Palmsb. . Conditional. August 13, 1883. Committed to 
the county jail of Polk county under sentence of the police court of 
the city of Des Momes,. July 20, 1883, for the crime of vagrancy, for 
the term of one year, in default of bond for good behavior. 

Discharged on condition that she will return to her parents and 
lead an upright life hereafter. 

Bbssie Rivebs. Conditional. August 13, 1883. Committed to 
the Polk county jail July 20, 1883, under sentence of the police court 
of the city of Des Moines, for the crime of vagrancy, for the term of 
one year, in default of bond for good behavior. 

Discharged on condition that she will return to her parents and 
lead an upright life hereafter. 

Nellib Mabtin. Conditional. August 13, 1883. Committed to 
the Polk county jail July 20, 1883, under sentence of the police court 
of the city of Des Moines, for the crime of vagrancy, for the term of 
one year, in default of bond for good behavior. 

Discharged on condition that she will return to her parents and 
lead an upright life hereafter. 

William Smith. Conditional. August 20, 1883. Committed to 
the city jail of Des Moines city, by order of the police court, for the 
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term of seven days, August 14, 1883, for disturbing the public quiet 
and intoxication. 

Released by request of Judge Hillis, police judge, by whom he 
was sentenced. 

Walteb B. Cox. Conditional. December 3, 1883. Committed to 
the county jail of Polk tjounty, November *26, 1883, by the police 
court of the city of Des Moines for the term of twenty days, for the 
crime of assault and battery. 

In relation to this case police judge W. C. Hillis, before whom the 
case was tried, says : ^^ Since his conviction I am of the opinion that 
his is a case where executive clemency can properly be extended ;. 
therefore recommend his pardon." Chief Police Hafner and City 
Solicitor Kavanagh concurring. Also a large number of his neigh- 
bors petition for his pardon. I have, therefore, this day ordered hia 
release. 

John aftid Marvin Romymous and W. P. Henry. Conditional. 
December 6, 1883. Committed to the county jail of Tama county 
March 1, 1883, under sentence of the district court of Tama county,, 
for the term of one year, for the crime of burglary. 

It seems to be the general sentiment in Tama county that these 
young men have been punished enough, and I agree with that 
opinion. 

Alfred Meservey. Conditional. December 17, 1883. Commit- 
ted to the county jail of Iowa county, September 8, 1882, under sen- 
tence of the district court of Iowa county, for the term of six months^ 
for the crime of resisting an officer. 

There were mitigating circumstances in this case, but the ground 
of release is that^he prisoner's mother is very ill, and the attending 
physician certifies that her grief over the imprisonment of her son is 
endangering her life.

Sentenced 
to the Reform School April 8, 1882, by the district court of Eeokuk 
county, for being disorderly. 

He has conducted himself exceedingly well, and his discharge be- 
ing urged by his parents who need his services, and being strongly 
recommended by the principal citizens of his former home, and also 
the Secretary of State who knows the parties, I have ordered his 
release.

This boy is in poor health, and constantly pining for his home*

This boy's father is a good citizen, and now is so situated that he 
can take better care of his son than formerly.

His release from the Reform School is ordered because it appears 
that the boy has really determined to do better, and his conduct at 
thp school is unexceptionable, as evidenced by the report to me of 
Superintendent Miles, who says the boy would soon be discharged 
because of good behavior.

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WARDEN'S REPORT. 



Office of the Warden of the

To His Excellency, Gov. Buren R. Sherman: 

Dear Sir — ^I herewith submit my third biennial report of the at 
fairs of this institution for the time commencing October 1, 1881, 
and ending June 30, 1883, being three months less than two years; 
the Nineteenth General Assembly having changed the closing of the 
biennial period from September 30 to June 30, preceding the meeting 
of the General Assembly. There has been no change in the officers 
of the prison since my last report, with the exception of deputy war- 
den. Capt. Hale having tendered his resignation, to take effect Sep- 
tember 1, 1882, J. Townsend was appointed to fill the vacancy. On 
the 1st day of October, 1881, there were in confinement 341 convicts, 
and on June 30, 1883, 378. During the time included in this report 
there have been received, 361; discharged by expiration of sentence, 
267; by order of court, 19; pardoned, 35; sent to asylum for insane, 
4; died, 3; average number in confinement, 375^. The health of the. 
prisoners, as will be seen by the report of my efficient surgeon. Dr. A. 
W. Hoffmeister, has been excellent, but three deaths having occurred, 
and only 1 7-10 per cent disabled from work by disease, including 
the number wounded while working in the shops. 

Our female convicts (three) were, by your order, transferred to the 
additional penitentiary at Anamosa, which was, I think, a wise step, 
as by this means they are kept at one place with a matron in charge. 
At no time during the past term have the contracts been full; yet I 
have been able to support the prison from the earnings, and pay a 
small amount over to the State; but owing to the high prices of all 
kinds of provisions it has only been by the strictest economy that w^- 
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have been able to keep within the limits of the law. To illustrate: 
daring the preceding term pork cost an average of $12 per barrel, this 
term $18; ])eans last term cost $1.50 per bushel, this term $2.50^ beef 
contracted last term $5.00 and $5.25, this term $6.65 and $6.75; every* 
thing else in proportion, except the one article of coffee. Last term 
the average cost for sustenance per convict per month was $6.99, this 
term $8.25, a difference of $1.26, making a total of $9,831.32, which 
amount, under the prices of preceding term, could have been paid 
into the State treasury, in addition to the amount I have been able 
to pay in. By reference to the financial exhibit of my clerk, M. T. 
Butterfield, it will be seen that the total receipts for general support 
from convict labor and all other sources, from October 1, 1881, to 
June 30, 1883, were $79,334.78:

The contractors give their notes each month for the convict labor 
of preceding month, which notes have three months to run, without 
interest, and there is due from contractors, in addition to the above 
showing, for the month of June, the following amounts:

making, with the balance of notes and cash on hand, as shown 
above, the sum of $15,842.33, available and to become available in 
the future for general support. There are also on hand and paid for 
out of support fund, provisions, materials for clothing, bedding, etc., 
amounting to $4,356.86. In every instance where the law provides 
for advertising for supplies, the letter of the statute has been com- 
plied with; supplies throughout have been purchased at the lowest 
possible figures; all bills discounted and paid on delivery of goods. 
The clothing worn by the prisoners, as well as a portion of the turn- 
out suits, have been made in the State shop by convicts not able to 
work on the contracts, thus utilizing the entire labor of the prison 
and saving quite a sum to the State. 



/ 
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A full and interesting report of the chaplain, Rev, W. C. Gunn, is 
hereto annexed; also copies of all contracts for convict labor. The 
Iowa Farming Tool Company pay fifty cents per day for each con- 
vict; Huiskamp Bros., manufacturers of boots and shoes, pay forty- 
three and one-third cents until July 15, 1883, and forty-five cents 
thereafter; the Fort Madison Chair Company paid forty-three' cents 
until October 1, 1882, and since that time forty-five cents. 

The business of the contractors has been gradually extending, and 
in order to meet the demand for goods and fill their orders have been 
compelled to erect buildings outside the walls and employ free 
labor. 

• IMPROVEMENTS. 

By reference to chapter 87, of the laws' of the Nineteenth General 
Assembly, it will be seen that the following appropriations were 
made for the benefit of this institution: 

For general repairs and contingent $ 6,000 

For transportation of discharged convicts 2,000 

For fixtures in wash-house and bath-room 1,000 

For repairing old and erecting new water- works 4,400 

For new fire-hose 400 

For furniture for warden's house 260 

For new wagon ; 60 

For purchase of new suits for surgeon and hospital steward. 80 

For steam-heating apparatus 3,000 

There has been expended for general repairs $4,101.56. Many of 
the shops required new floors, and the calls upon this fund are numer-' 

0U8. 

The law requires that upon the discharge of a convict his fare shall 
be paid to the place from which he was sent, or an equal distance in 
any other direction. There has been expended for this purpose 
$1,611.10. 

WASH-HOUSE AND BATH-ROOM. 

At the time of my last report the wash-house was in process of 
erection; it has been completed and contains, besides the wash-room, 
engine and boiler-room, store and dry-room; being a building two* 
stories above basement, the latter being built of stone, balance of 
brick, forty (40) by eighty (80) feet. In the basement, forty by thirty 
feet, fifteen feet from floor to ceiling, is the boiler; the roof is of 
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iron, and^the entire cost has not exceeded tlie appropriation, although 
the original plan only contemplated one story above the basement. 
In the wash-room have been placed twenty-fiye bathing apartments, 
with tubs and pipes for hot and cold water, making the most com- 
fortable and complete bathing arrangement that I ever found in aof^ 
prison, east or west. 

WATKB-WOBKfl. 

A new reservoir has been completed near the old one, capable of 
holding 6,296 barrels, pipe purchased and laid from the river at a 
point east of and above the Fort Madison Lumber Co.'s mill, and 
above the mouth of the prison sewer. A No. 9 Dean pump has been 
bought and will soon be on the ground, and a brick pump house, with 
iron roof, built, and, although a considerable amount has necessarily 
been expended to keep the old works in running order, yet the entire 
cost will be within the appropriation. The amount already expended 
is 14,037.31. 

Seven hundred feet of line hose, with reel and fixtures, were pur- 
chased at a cost of 1400.00. A wagon was bought for |58.00, and 
180.00 expended for suits for surgeon and hospital steward to replace 
those lost by them in small-pox case. 

STEAM HEATING. 

The Eighteenth General Assembly appropriated |6,000.00 for steam 
heating apparatus, and the .last assembly $3,000.00 for the same pur- 
pose. Of these amounts, $8,205.89 have been expended. The war- 
den's house, clerk's office, turnkey's office, cell-room, wash-houde, dry- 
room Mid shoe shops are now heated by steam; we find this a great 
improvement in every respect; cheaper, healthier and more comfort- 
able. The boiler capacity is sufficient and intended to heat the en- 
tire prison; it will require $3,000.00 to complete the work. The 
buildings inside the walls are of brick and substantially fire proof, 
with the exception of shops 13 and 14, known as "the iron clad;" it 
is an old frame building, and should be replaced with a two-story 
brick, at an estimated cost of $3,000.00. 

The appropriation made by the Nineteenth General Assembly for 
transpoHation of convicts will have been exhausted before the meet- 
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ing of the Twentieth Assembly; there will be needed for this purpose 
$2,200.00. The repairs and contingent appropriation will also be ex- 
hausted, and we will need $5,000.00 for this purpose. Up to the 
present time the bedsteads in use in each cell are cheap wooden 
affairs, a regular harbor for bugs, requiring constant care and labor 
to keep them out. These bedsteads have now become old and dilapi- 
dated, and I would earnestly recommend an appropriation of $1,500.00 
to replace them with iron ones, which I think will not only be eco- 
nomical, but greatly conduce to the comfort of the inmates. I would 
also ask an appropriation of $375.00 to purchase porcelain-lined cell 
buckets, to replace the old wooden ones now ii. use. 

In each of my preceding reports I have called attention to the in- 
debtedness contracted by EIx- Warden Dr. S. H. Craig, amounting to 

« 

some $16,000.00, about $500.00 of which is due convicts. Many of 
these convicts have been discharged, but in each instance have re- 
ceived certificates from me or my clerk, stating the amount due them, 
as shown by the books of Dr. Craig, As to the balance of indebted- 
ness, it is nearly all due to parties who, in good faith, furnished pro- 
visions for the prison. A bill was introduced in the last General 
Assembly, providing for the payment of this debt, and passed the Sen- 
ate without a dissent, but was delayed in the House until too late for 
action by that body before adjournment. Judgments have been ob- 
tained in the District Court of Lee county by nearly all the parties 
interested. Justice certainly demands that this indebtedness be paid. 

visitors' fund. 

During my administration there has been received from visitors 
the handsome sum of $2,481.18, of which $967.60 was in the past 21 
months. We have added to our library 975 volumes, and replaced 
600; also, have purchased 400 singing books for use in church and 
Sunday school, 100 bibles and 100 dictionaries, making in all about 
2,200 books, and we have on hand belonging to this fund a cash bal- 
ance of $375.75. The Eighteenth General Assmbly made an appro- 
priation of $300.00 for " prison library," but I concluded the gate fund 
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was sufficient for the purpose, and have never drawn any part of the 

appropriation.

CONTRACTS FOR CONVICT LABOR. 



SHOE CONTRACT. 

By articles of agreement entered into this 22d day of Novemb6r> 
A. D. 1881, between E. C. McMillan, Warden of the Iowa Penitentiary 
and in behalf of the State of Iowa, of the first part, and Henry C» 
Huiskamp and Herman J. Huiskamp, of Keokuk, Iowa, of the second 
part; 

Whereas, certain proposals have heretofore been made by the party 
of the second part, for the convict labor hereinafter mentioned; 
which proposals have been accepted by the parties of the first part, 
for, and in the name of the State of Iowa. Now, therefore, it is 
agreed: 

First — That the party of the first part doth hereby let and hire to 
the party of the second part for the term of eight and one half (8^) 
years from July 16, 1883, the labor and services of ninety (90) able 
bodied convicts now or hereafter to be confined in the Iowa State 
Penitentiary, at Fort Madison, Iowa, to be employed by said party of 
the second part, at the following trades and occupations, to-wit: 

Manufacturing all kinds of boots, shoes, boot and shoe pacs, horse 
collars and saddlery goods. Nothing in this agreement shall prevent 
the Warden from employing a limited number of convicts in shoe 
making and tailoring for the use of the convicts. 

Second — It is agreed by the party of the first part that for the 
use of said labor and storage of materials during the terms of this 
lease, the party of the second part shall use the following shops^ 
which shall be kept in good repair by the State, to-wit: shops number 
ten (10), number eleven (11), number twelve (12), number thirteen 
(18), and number fourteen (14). 
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Third — ^It is agreed and understood that for said labor the party 
of the second part shall pay at the rate of forty-five (45) cents per 
day for each convict. 

lourth — The said party of the second part, shall have the privilege 
of going to and from said shops, at all proper times to instruct the 
convicts in the manufacture of said articles, and take in and out ma- 
terials and manufactured articles. Said party may also employ suit- 
able persons to perform whatever is authorized to be done by this 
article, and generally to superintend the work under this contract. 
Said contractors and employes being whilst within the walls of said 
prison yard subject to all the rules and regulations now or hereafter 
established by the proper State authorities. 

Fifth — ^The convicts so to be employed shall be able bodied men, 
by which term is meant those who are capable of performing a rea- 
sonable day's work, and in case of any disagreement between the 
party of the second part and the Warden of the Penitentiary in re- 
gard to the physical ability of any convict, the same shall be con- 
clusively determined by the physician of the penitentiary. 

Sixth — The convicts shall be guarded and kept in good discipline 
at the expense of the State; but the State of Iowa shall in no case be 
liable to the party of the second part for any loss by fire or other 
casualties. 

Seventh — It is further agreed that the shops shall be properly 
warmed by the party of the first part, and the fixtures thereof shall 
be made reasonably secure against fire. 

Eighth — The party of the first part further agrees to furnish the 
party of the second part with sufficient water for the use of this con- 
tract. The party of the first part further agrees to furnish five lum- 
pers or runners, for the purpose of cleaning shops, making and taking 
care of fires, bringing water and performing the necessary running 
for this contract; and it is hereby agreed that when said lumpers are 
not engaged in discharging the above mentioned duties they shall be 
subject to* the order of the party of the second part. 

Ninth — In estimating the per diem as aforesaid to be paid for each 
convict, the usual term for estimating a day's work, to-wit: ten hours 
average through the year shall be computed. 

Tenth — It is further agreed that after the Warden shall have se- 
lected such* number of the convicts as he may deem necessory for 
cooking, cleaning, sanitary and other purposes pertaining to the care

of the prison, and also for shoemaking and tailoring as . specified in 
articles, the remaining convicts shall be apportioned by the Warden 
among the contractors according to the number to which each is en- 
titled, reference being had to the skill and value of convicts in the 
several trades carried on by the different contractors. The State 
shall not be liable for any deficit under this contract, provided the 
State shall not transfer convicts to the additional penitentiary so as 
to diminish the number actually employed under this contract below 
the maximum at the time of such transfer. 

Eleventh — If at any time the convicts assigned to the party of the 
second part within, the number hereinbefore specified shall remain 
idle for the want of any materials or tools, or for any fault of the 
party of the second part, the party of the second part shall still be 
liable to pay said sum of (45) forty-five cents per day for each con- 
vict so employed. 

Twelfth — No charge is to be made for such time as a convict may 
be employed in learning to read and write, or when he does not from 
sickness or other causes beyond the control of said party of the sec- 
ond part, perform his ordinary labors. 

Thirteenth — In the case of loss of the shops hereinbefore specified, 
or material damaged to the same by fire or other casualty, by reason 
of which they cannot be occupied, then the party of the second part 
shall not be liable to pay for any labor of the convicts during the 
time for which the State shall not furnish other or rebuild said shops, 
nor shall the State of Iowa be liable for any damages for such unem- 
ployed labor until such shops can, within reasonable diligence, be re- 
built. 

Fourteenth — It is further agreed that the State of Iowa shall not 
carry on any of the trades hereinbefore specified within the walls of 
said prison, nor contract or lease convict labor for the same during 
the continuance of this lease, without the* consent of the party of the 
second part. 

Fifteenth — All machinery, tools and implements are to be furnished 
by the party of the second part for the use of the hands employed on 
this contract. 

Sixteenth — ^All manufactured articles shall be removed from the 
shops as soon as practicable when finished, and no article shall be 
stored in the shop in a partial or unfinished condition an unreasona- 
ble length of time. The Warden shall have full power to remove, at 
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the expense of the party of the second part, all articles stored or kept 
in the shops in violation of this provision, and also all shavings or 
■other rubbish that will endanger the safety of the buildings. 

Seventeenth— The time of the convicts herein leased shall be kept 
by the Warden of the prison or his deputy, and his books shall be 
presumptive evidence of the correctness thereof; and in written state- 
ment shall be given to the party of the second part, or his foreman, 
each day. 

Eighteenth — The party of the second part shall account to the War- 
den of the Penitentiary on the first Monday in each month for the 
labor of the convicts under this contract for the preceding month, 
And shall execute his promissory note for the amount due which shall 
be made payable to the State of Iowa, and the sureties shall be liable 
-on their bond for the amount of said note or notes, as upon an orig- 
inal undertaking by them and each of them. Said notes shall be pay- 
able three months after date, and bear interest at the rate of six per 
•cent'per annum after maturity. 

Nineteenth — It is further agreed that in case the party of the second 
part shall refuse to make settlement as aforesaid, or in case any note 
■or notes given for convict labor as aforesaid shall remain unpaid 
thirty days after the same shall become due, then the party of the 
•second part shall, at the option of the party of the first part, forfeit 
all rights and privileges under this agreement, and the State may re- 
sume absolute control over the labor of said convicts, and re-let the 
same as though this contract had not been executed. 

Twentieth — ^It is further agreed that no tinkering shall be permitted 
in the shops by officers, foremen or convicts, nor shall any material or 
tools be carried from the shops to convicts' cells for said purpose. 

Twenty-first — ^It is further agreed that the party of the second part 
shall have assigned to them so far as practicable, convicts skilled in 
•the work to be done under this contract, and no convict shall be as- 
signed to this contract whose term of servitude shall be less than one 
year when so assigned. No convict shall be transferred from this 
contract to another without the consent of the Warden and the con- 
tractors, except as provided in Article ten (10). 

Twenty-second — It is further agreed that this contract shall not be 
•assigned by said party of the second part without the consent of the 
Warden, with the approval of the Executive Council. 

Twenty-third — ^It is further agreed that this contract may be ter- 
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minated at the option of the said party of the second part by giving 
five months notice thereof in writing to said Warden and the Execu- 
tive Council; Provided^ that such termination shall take effect only on 
payment of all sums and amounts due from the party of the second 
part, by virtue of this contract.

CONTRACT WITH THE IOWA FARMING TOOL CO. 

By articles of agreement entered into this twenty-fourth day of 
July, 1880, between E. C. McMillan, Warden of the Iowa Peniten- 
tiary at Fort Madison, Iowa, and acting for the State of Iowa of the 
first part, and the Iowa Farming Tool Company of Fort Madison, 
Iowa, party of the second part.

Whereas, Certain proposals have been made by the party of the 
second part for the convict labor hereinafter mentioned, which pro- 
posals have been accepted by the party of the first part for and in the 
name of the State of Iowa ; now, therefore, be it agreed. 

First — That the party of the first part doth hereby let and hire to 
the party of the second part for the term of ten years from the first 
day of April, 1881, the labor and services of (75) seventy-five convicts. 
Also for the term of nine years and six months from the first day of

Whereas, Certain proposals have been made by the party of the 
second part for the convict labor hereinafter mentioned, which pro- 
posals have been accepted by the party of the first part for and in the 
name of the State of Iowa; now, therefore, be it agreed: 

First — ^That the party of the first part doth hereby let and hire to 
the party of the second part for the term of nine years from the first 
day of May, 1880, the labor and service of fifty convicts; also, for the

COMPANY, NOVEMBER 2, 1878. 

It is hereby understood and agreed by and between E. C. McMil- 
lan, Warden of the Iowa Penitential y at Fort Madison, Iowa, and 
acting for the State of Iowa, party of the first part, and the "Fort 
Madison Chair Co., of Fort Madison, Iowa, party of the second part, 
as follows, viz.: 

IfHrst — ^The State of Iowa hereby lets and hires to the party of the 
second part the labor and services of twenty (20) able-bodied con- 
victs, now or hereafter confined in the Penitentiary at Fort Madison, 
Iowa, in addition . to the convicts already contracted for, making 
ninety-five (95) in all. 

Second — ^The rate per day (of 10 hours) per man, and time and 
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terms of payment for same shall be the same as under the already 
existing contract between the above parties and all its stipulations, 
provisions and conditions, shall apply to this contract, except in so 
far as they are herein modified. 

Third — The party of the second part hereby agrees to resign their 
rights to shop number eleven (11) which they possess under the 
alreay existing contract so soon as the State shall give them in lieu 
thereof, <5n this contract, an equal number of superficial feet on the 
floor of the room now used as a dining-room. 

Fourth — ^The State hereby agrees to furnish to the party of the 
second part the remainder of the present dining-room not mentioned 
above and in addition thereto the two rooms now used as kitchens;

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CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 



To E. C. McMillan, Warden Iowa Penitentiary: 

Dear Sir — In conformity with the statute, I herewith present to 
you my third biennial report as Chaplain and Teacher. I believe it 
will accord with your personal observation when I say that I have 
left nothing undone to meet and faithfully carry out the onerous and 
responsible duties devolving upon me. With fidelity and honor, I 
have to the utmost of my ability, devoted all my time and energies 
to promote the spiritual and temporal welfare of the unfortunate men 
committed to our charge, and to the best interests of the State. 

SABBATH SERVICES. 

Each Sabbath immediately after breakfast the chapel exercises 
have been held, in which all the prisoners are usually in attendance. 
Believing, as I do, that there is no salvation or reformation out of 
Christ, my sole and untiring efforts have been given to instil in the 
heart and understanding that living and undying principle which, 
through the Holy Spirit, fills the soul with love and joy and peace, 
and that the only pledge and security each has is in becoming a hum- 
ble, consistent and obedient follower of our Lord Jesus Christ. 

The crowning triumph of the preached word is to be seen in the 
social meeting just following the serm.on at which a large number of 
prisoners remain and take an active part. Here we find satisfactory 
and conclusive evidence that the gospel of Jesus Christ is a dispensa- 
tion of mercy, and that loyalty to its divine precepts imparts the grace 
and joy of that salvation which the Savior purchased with his own 
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precious blood. The question is frequently asked: How about those 
who profess religion? Are they sincere? Do they continue to adorn 
their profession by well regulated lives? Here are the facts — ^judge 
for yourselves: Out of one hundred and twenty-five who professed 
conversion during my first year's labors, one hundred and twenty-three 
(after nearly four years' time) are now active members of Christian 
churches; one of the other two is an inmate of a penitentiary in an 
adjoining State, and the other a fugitive from justice. 

THE SABBATH SCHOOL. 

Since my last report, Hon. J. M. Beck, who, since the organization 
of the school, was its successful superintendent, resigned. Mr. E. A. 
Gibbs, a most conscientious and earnest worker, was immediately 
elected to fill the place. He is ably assisted by Samuel Doyles, Esq.^ 
and a large number of ladies and gentlemen from the city as teachers. 
A very large proportion of the prisoners are regularly in attendance,, 
and it is rare that each class is not provided with a competent and 
desirable teacher. The divine truths of the Holy Scriptures are here 
made a specialty, and many are led and encouraged to investigate for 
themselves God's promises to fallen man, making the acceptance of 
the divine truth a matter of conviction and deliberate adoption. Since 
Mrs. Deputy Hale has left us her place as organist has been supplied by 
Mrs. W. C. Gunn, assisted by other ladies. 

THE SICK AND DYING. 

I make it my duty to give much attention to the sick, and, by every 
consoling influence I can command, to cheer their painful and lonely 
hours. To those who have been taken from us by death, I have, in 
their expiring moments, extended every Christian consolation and 
comfort to prepare them for the realms of immortality. A Christian 
burial is given to all who die here. 

THE LIBRARY. 

On my assuming the chaplaincy there were in the library all told fif- 
teen hundred volumes. Since then, with no other fun<Js except what 
was realized from the admission of visitors (or gate funds) our library- 
has been increased from time to time, until it now contains two thou- 
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sand three hundred and seventy-five volumes of such books as are 
43uitable to the tastes and capacities of all the ^prisoners, besides 
some six hundred volumes to replace those worn and unfit for use. 
And in addition to all this, we have been able, from the same funds, 
to furnish the chapel with a fine and excellent organ; four hundred 
hymn books, and one hundred large Bibles. It is gratifying to see the 
eager demand for books among the prisoners. A very large amount 
of spiritual and intellectual information is dissemminated in this man- 
ner; say nothing of the many hours that otherwise would be almost 
unendurable thus pleasantly and profitably passed away. Books 

* 

are given to all who may desire them twice a week — Tuesdays and 
Saturdays. A large number of prisoners subscribe for weekly papers, 
both religious and secular. Thanks are due many friends for supply- 
ing us with such papers and magazines as can properly be admitted 
into the cells; among many others. Rev. W. D. A. Mathews, of Onarga, 
Illinois. 

THE SCHOOL. 

During the greater part of each year evening school has been held, 
in which I have acted as teacher. When we come to look over the 
entire prison and see the many young boys, with noble impulses and 
blessed with intellects of untold capacity, and contemplate their 
being here for crime, we are driven to the inevitable conclusion that 
many of them are here for the want of proper training, and the wisdom 
of the law-makers is to be commended in making the school so import- 
ant a factor in their future reformation. Intelligent, humane, and suc- 
cessful prison reformers have recognized the value of educational train- 
ing as a helper in their reformatory efforts. In the Crofton system 
schools for teaching convicts are deemed an efiicient auxiliary in man- 
aging the prisons and reforming their inmates. I am more than sat- 
isfied with the results of my labors in this department of my duties, 
and with the marked improvement of all who have attendeil, and 
especially delighted with the signal success of some. 

CAUSES OF CRIME. 

Without moralizing upon the many influences that tend to draw 
our youths from the paths of rectitude, I must, to be just to myself and 
honest to the parents of the children of our commonwealth, say, that 

9 
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that after nearly five years experience and close observation, I com& 
to tLis conclusion: the want of proper home influence in childhood. 
I mean by that those who never had a home; those who lost parents^ 
one or both while young. Those whose homes ^ere dens of vice. 
Those who ran away from home at the time when their characters 
were being formed, and those who were over-indulged in their homes. 
The early training of children to habits of industry, economy and 
virtue, is almost left to chance. Th^ making of home agreeable, 
and its surroundings calculated to inspire the boy with an attach- 
ment for it, seldom enters the serious consideration of many parents^ 
and the result is the absence of the boy from home, wandering from 
its sacred threshhold at night; falling into bad company, and drift- 
ing into the haunts of intemperance and vice; and finally to the pen- 
itentiary. 

DISCHARGED PBISONBBS. 

I most earnestly call your attention to the unenviable situation of 
the large number of men discharged from this prison each year — ^with- 
out friends, or means, or influence; what is to be come of them? 
what are they to do? and how are they to be employed? Many of 
the other States have prison aid associations, and are thus doing ex- 
cellent work in finding employment for their discharged prisoners; 
we must, if we would save ours. I have been indefatigable in my ef- 
forts to find employment for discharged prisoners and to urge the 
philanthropic people of the State to extend to these men the hand of 
charity and the encouraging motives of confidence, and I rejoice to 
sa^ that my efforts have not been in vain,[^for we found good homes 
for upward of four hundred. But for many I have been unable to 
accomplish what their merits and exemplary conduct here would 
justly entitle them at the liands of a charitable and Christian people* 

ENCOUBAGING INFLUENCES. , 

I have been greatly eijcouraged and sustained in my work by the 
unselfish devotion and unceasing vigilance of yourself, your deputy 
and others; the excellent sanitary condition which the prison is in 
at all times — the good wholesome food furnished in abundance — ^the 
cleanliness of person and clothing, thej homelike and cheerfulness o^ 
the prison yard — ^the lights and reading privileges of each evening 
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the Holy Bible furnished for and kept by each prisoner who may 
desire it in his cell — ^the facility furnished our organist by which she 
can be present at all our religious meetings, for all of which, please 
aocept thanks.

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PHYSICIAN'S REPORT.

To E. C. McMillan, Warden: 

» 

In presenting to you my tabulated report for the twenty-one months 
commencing Oct. 21, 1881, and ending June 30, 1883,1 have not much 
to add. It will speak for itself. 

The responsible duties connected with the surgeonship of this insti- 
tution have been made very pleasant to me by the co-operation of 
you and your officers, and also by the contractors, to promote and 
keep the physical health of the convicts. 

They are supplied with an abundance of clean and healthy food, of 
great variety; all needed medicines, instruments and appliances are 
furnished them, and strict attention is given to cleanliness and hy~ 
giene. 

The result is most flattering, and a credit to the institution and its 
manager. 

Only three deaths have occurred during the twenty-one months. 
One (Murry) died of consumption and bleeding from the lungs; the 
second, a life convict (Fetter) after thirteen years imprisonment, died 
also of consumption; and the third came here sick and broken down^ 
and died after one month's imprisonment, of pneumonia. 

The tables will show the comparative short duration of diseases in 
comparison with the same outside of the prison, and also will show 
that by an average number of 376 convicts during the 21 months, only 
one and seven tenths per cent were disabled from work by disease, 
and these, too, including the large number of wounded and injured 
by machinery and otherwise. 

Sir, I congratulate you on this splendid result, and beg you will ac~ 
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cept my thanks for the good will and kindness you have shown me^ 
and the aid you have rendered me in the performance of liiy duties.

REPORT. 



To the Twentieth General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

The undersigned, constituting your committee to visit the Peni- 
tentiary at Ft. Madison, beg leave to submit the following statement 
of their doings as such committee, under Concurrent Resolution No. 
10, defining our duties, as follows: 

" CONCUBBENT EESOLUTION. 

^^Hesolved by the Houaey the Senate concurring: 

" That there be appointed committees to visit the several State in- 
stitutions, each of said committees to be composed of three mem- 
bers, two from the House and one from the Senate; said committees 
to report to the General Assembly on or before the 15th day of Feb- 
ruary next. They shall examine and include in their report — 

" JFKrst. Whether the appropriations made by the last General As- 
sembly have been wisely and economically expended. 

" Second. Whether they have been expended for the object appro- 
priated. > 

" Third. Whether chapter 67 of the acts of the Seventeenth Gen- 
eral Assembly have been complied with, in not contracting indebted- 
ness in excess of the appropriations. 

^^JFburth. Whether there has been any diversion of the money 
from the specific purpose for which it was drawn from the State treas- 
ury. 

" Said committees shall also report the names and number t>f persons 
employed at the several institutions; for what purpose employed, and 
at what salary; also, whether any of the employes receive, or have 
received, anything in addition to the salary, in the way of board, 
rooms, lights, fuel or clothing, or anything else, at the expense of the 
State. The said committees shall also examine and report as to the 
sufficiency of the means of fire escape in case of fire, and also as to 
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the protection against fire. And said committees are hereby author- 
ized and requested to present other and further report than herein 
mentioned, which they may deem necessary to be made known to 
the General Assembly.^' 

We arrived at the prison on Tuesday morning, the 6th inst., and 
remained until Thursday afternoon, the Yth inst.. devoting our entire 
time to a personal examination of the prison, its workings and man- 
agement, and to interviews with prisoners. The Warden and ofiicers 
affording us every facility in their power to assist us in the discharge 
of our duty; and if it has not been well done no blame should be at- 
tached to them. 

We find that the five thousand dollars appropriated by the Nine- 
teenth General Assembly for general repairs and contingent purposes 
has all been expended, and out of it there has been erected a frame 
ice-house, a brick soap-house; new floors have been put into shops No. 
one, three, four, six and eight, used by the chair company and the 
farm tool company; about one thousand feet additional sewer pipes 
have been laid, to supply more perfect drainage, and many other use- 
sul and necessary improvements have been made from time to time, 
as required. 

We find the buildings and property in fair repair, with a few ex- 
ceptions. That seventy-nine and eighteen one-hundred dollars have 
been paid on account of repairs made, out of the support fund. 

That the two thousand dollars appropriated for the transportation 
of discharged convicts has all been expended for that purpose, and 
$125.55 paid out of the support fund for this purpose, in or<^r to enable 
the Warden to carry out the provisions of the law, as contained in 
section 47^9 of the Code, relative to the payment of the railroad fare 
of each discharged convict to a distance from the prison equal to that 
from which he had been sent. 

That the one thousand dollars appropriated for fixtures and apparatus 
in the wash-house and bath-room has all been expended, and the State 
has a plain but very perfect bath-house, with accommodations for fifty 
men at one time, where the prisoners are allowed, and required, to 
take a bath once a week, which, in our judgment, adds greatly to 
their health. 

That the four thousand four hundred dollars appropriated for re- 
pairs on old and the erection of new water-works, has been used in 
the erection of a new reservoir, on the hill in the rear of the prison, 
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of about 6,000 barrels capacity, at a cost of about one thousand dol- 
lars. A new and substantial brick pump and coal house, with iron 
roof, has been built on the river bank, at a cost of about four hundred 
dollars, iii which has been placed a new steam Dean pump at a cost of 
about six hundred dollars. A six-inch cast iron main has been laid 
from the river to the reservoir, a distance of about 2,000 feet, also 
in the prison for the distribution of the water, at a cost of about 
fourteen hundred dollars. And the balance of said appropriation 
has been used in the purchase of valves and fixtures and repairs on 
old waterworks and in making a well with filter at the river from 
which the water is pumped to the reservoir. 

That the four hundred dollars appropriated for the purchase of 
rubber fire-hose has beeen well expended in the purchase of 700 feet 
of hose and reel for same. 

That the two hundred and fifty dollars appropriated for furniture 
for warden's house, has been expended in the purchase 6f new car- 
pets, parlor furniture and fixtures now in place in the warden's resi- 
dence. 

That fifty-eight of the sixty dollars appropriated for the purchase 
of a new wagon for. prison use* has been invested in the article for 
which it was appropriated, leaving two dollars of this fund unex- 
pended. 

That the eighty dollars allowed for the purchase of new suits for 
the surgeon and hospital steward, was by the warden paid over to 
the gentlemen filling these positions and their receipts taken there- 
for. 

That of the three thousand dollars appropriated by the last G-en- 
•eral Assembly for steam-heating apparatus, there remains unex- 
pended the sum of seven hundred seventy-nine and 11-100 dollars; 
that eleven hundred sixty-eight and 11-100 dollars of said sum was 
•expended in 1882, and ten hundred fifty-two and 12-100 dollars in 
1883. We find that the shoe shops, wash-house, dry-room, cell-room, 
turnkey's office, warden's house and office are warmed by steam, and 
the danger of loss by fire, also the expense of keeping the same com- 
fortable, has thereby been greatly diminished. 

We find that so far as we have been able to ascertain, all of said 
appropriations have been wisely and . economically expended for the 
purposes and objects appropriated, except as herein shown. 

That chapter sixty-seven of the acts of the Seventeenth General 
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Assembly have been complied with in not contracting indebtedness 
in excess of the appropriations, and that there has been no diversion 
of the money from the specific purpose for which it was drawn from 
the State treasury, except as appears by this report.

That the Warden receives in addition to his salary the use of the 
house in which he resides, the furniture therein, fuel and lights, and 
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the Deputy Warden receives in addition to his salary the use of the 
house in which he resides free of rent. No other employe receives 
anything in addition to their salary in any way, so far as we are able 
to learn. 

We find that the means of fire escape and the protection against 
fire are ample. The danger of fire has been very much diminished by 
the substitution of steam for heating purposes in place of the stoves 
heretofore used, and the facilities for extinguishing fire much in- 
creased by the new water works and the purchase of new hose; and 
in our judgment the replacing of the stoves used in the chair and 
wood shops of the Farm Tool Company by steam-heating apparatus 
will add greatly to the comfort and health of the men, and very 
much lessen the expense and danger from fire. 

After a careful examination of the wants of the institution, we 
recommend the following special appropriations for the ensuing bien- 
nial period : 

First, An appropriation of fifteen hundred dollars to furnish the 
cells with iron bedsteads, to take the place of the old, bug-eaten and 
broken-down wooden ones now in use. 

Second, An appropriation of three hundred and seventy-five dol- 
lars to purchase new porcelain-lined slop buckets for cells, in place of 
the old oaken buckets now used, which have become by long con- 
tinued use saturated with offensive and unhealthy odors beyond the 
power of disinfectants to remove. 

Third, An appropriation of twenty-two hundred dollars for the 
transportation of discharged convicts. Taking the past as a crite* 
rion, we think the above amount will be necessary for this purpose. 

Fowrth. An appropriation for extending and completing the steam- 
heating apparatus the sum of two thousand dollars. 

Fifth. An appropriation of five thousand dollars for general re- 
pairs and contingent expenses. 

fSixth, An appropriation of five hundred dollars, to be used by 
the chaplain and teachers in the prosecution of the good work in 
which he is so earnestly engaged, in finding discharged convicts 
homes and employment. 

We made some inquiry and investigation into the justice and hon- 
esty of the claims held by citizens of Fort Madison against the State 
for supplies furnished during the latter portion of Warden Craig's 
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administration, and are of the opinion that the claims are just and 
should be paid. 

We think shops 13 and 14, known as ''the iron clad," with a small 
expense in the way of repairs, will answer very well for the coming^ 
biennial period. Steam heating apparatus has been placed in this 
building so that there is but little danger from fire, and it is isolated 
from other buildings; so that, with the present facilities for putting^ 
out fire, there would be but little danger of burning any of the other 
shops should this one bum. 

We found no complaints upon the part of the contractor, and but 
little upon the part of the convicts ; the latter very generally said 
that they were not overworked, had enough to eat and received fair 
treatment. 

We found four hundred and one convicts in the prison on our 
arrival there, and were surprised to find so little sickness. We learn 
that only three deaths have occurred in the last two years. Dr. Hoff- 
meister, who ministers to the physical wants of the prisoners, is in 
our judgment a competent and pains-taking physician, and diligent 
in the discbarge of his duty; as is also Dr. W.C. Gunn, the chaplain 
and teacher, who impressed us with the belief that his whole soul 
was in his work of ministering to the spiritual and intellectual wants 
of his flock, and that his hope of reward was in the future. 

In conclusion, your committee feel that th^y would come short of 
doing their duty if they failed to make special mention of Warden 
McMillen, and commend him for the ability and fidelity with which 
he has discharged his official duty.

As Warden of Additional Penitentiary, Anamosa, I herewith pre- 
sent to you the sixth biennial ' report, commencing October 1, 1881, 
\ and closing June 30, 1883, both dates inclusive. 

CONSTRUCTION FINANCES. 

The appropriations of 1876were $22,500; amountdrawn, $21,930.44; 
undrawn balance, $669.56. Appropriations of 18*78, |62,8'74, which, 
added to the undrawn balance, $569.56, gives $63,443.56; amount 
drawn, $35,278.18; undra,wn balance, $28,165.38. Appropriations of 
1880, $38,110; this added to the undrawn balance of $28,165.38, gives 
$66,275.38; amount drawn, $56,360.42; undrawn balance, $9,914.96. 
Appropriations of 1882, $53,000; which, added to the undrawn bal- 
ance, $9,914.96, gives $62,914.96; amount drawn, $43,912.05; leaving 
July 1, 1883, an undrawn balance of $19,002.91. Total appropriations 
for the four terms, $176,484; total amount drawn, $157,481.09; total 
balance, $19,002.91. 

The Nineteenth General Assembly appropriated $50,000 for contin- 
uing work on walls, towers, etc.; amount drawn, $40,805.56. For 
electric light, $2,700; amount drawn, $2,700. For furnishing War- 
den's house, and painting the same, $300; amount drawn, $249.86. 
For transportation of discharged convicts, $1,000; amount drawn, 
$496.96. For rewards for escaped convicts, $500; amount drawn, 
$200. For relaying of track there has been drawn this term from 
former appropriation for this purpose, $156.63. 

We have been at great and unexpected expense in making founda- 
tion for wall around northwest comer of the yard, on account of a 
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bed of quicksand which made necessary 20 feet of piling, 3 feet of 
concrete, and then 30 feet of foundation for a distance of 450 feet, 
and as we proceed with the building of the north wall we are still in 
the same bed of quicksand, and driving piles; cannot tell when this 
work and expense will cease to be necessary. 

We have put in electric plant at a cost of $2,700, the amount appro- 
priated. Began using it December 15, 1882, running it since then 
when necessary to have light. It is connected with the boilers that 
we use for steam-heating, therefore we could not give the cost of light- 
ing separate from heating until we shut down our • heating works, 
which was June 1. Since then we have kept an accurate account of 
the fuel consumed, by weighing all the coal used each day during the 
month of June. We have run onir Dinamo 30 days, using 143 lamps 
29^ hours in the 30 days, consuming for this use 3,281 pounds of coal, 
with the following results: For 5 days we used the best Southern 
Illinois coal, running 5f hours in the 5 days, and using 386 pounds of 
coal, which gives an average of 11,2 pounds per day, at a cost of $S.10 
per ton makes the cost per day, $0.14282; or per hour the amount con- 
sumed is 67.13 pounds, which at the $3.70 per ton, gives the cost as 
$0.12419 per hour. 

For 16 days we used common Illinois coal, running 15f hours in the 
16 days, and used 1,356 pounds of coal, an average of 884.75 pounds 
per day, which at $3.70 per ton, gives the cost per day $0.15679, or 
per hour the amount of coal used, 86.09 pounds, and the cost perhour^ 
$0.15926. 

For nine days we used slack from common Illinois coal, running 
eight hours in the nine days, and used 1,539 pounds of slack, at an 
average of l7l pounds per day, which, at a cost of $1.95 per" ton, makes 
the average cost per day, $0.16672, or per hour the amount of slack 
used* was 192.125 pounds, and the cost per hour $.18732.

We have 220 lamps, which, if all had been used, would have re- 
duced the cost per lamp. When candles and oil were used the cost 
per hour was $0,562; comparing this with the $0.16 per hour, cost of 
electric light, the economy of the latter is readily seen, but the whole 
advantage or gain is not in the actual cost alone, for the quality of 
the light in present use is greatly superior to that of candles and oil. 
According to the present arrangement of lights, we have one light to 
two cells. We ought to have one light to each cell; this would re- 
quire 160 more lights than we now have, and I recommend that an 
appropriation to meet the necessary expense of these additional lights 
be made. 

GENBBAL SUPPORT FINANCES. 

The $10 per month asked for in my last report was granted, and it 
has required this amount in full for the support per man during this 
term. We are free from debt, with a cash balance on hand of $1,972.87. 

NEW QUARRY. 

In my first report after the purchase of the new quarry, I reported 
39 car loads of stone as having been taken out, and 816 in the next. 
Since then, and up to date, we have taken out 1,665 car loads, which, 
with the 86 car loads sent to Independence, makes a total of 2,605 
car loads. The quality of stone is excellent, and the quarry in every 
way fully meets our anticipation and needs. I stated two years ago 
that the supply of stone in this quarry was so abundant, and the cost 
of quarrying so small, that for use in building any of the State insti- 
tutions, the stone could be taken from here, dressed and shipped to 
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the desired point, at less expense to the State than if bought else- 
where. This statement has been veriiied, as the following facts will 
show in regard to stone quarried here and taken for use to Indepen- 
dence, Iowa:

WATEE SUPPLY. 

I recommended in my last report that we have water-works of our 
own within the yard. I still think this the best and most economical 
plan of getting water supply, and earnestly recommend that such 
plan be tried in the near future, and that you grant the necessary ap- 
propriation therefor, as requested in my last report, $8,000. 

architect's seevices. 

The services of Mr. William Foster, our architect, have not been 
needed during this term, therefore the State has been at no expense 
in this line, but a visit from Mr. Foster at any time to the prison will 
be appreciated, his counsel and advice welcome. 

FEMALE PRISON. 

There are now eleven women in our prison, three being brought 
from Ft. Madison last April, and eight already here at that time. The 
plan of prison buildings provides for a department for females, hut 
this is not yet built, so we are using part of shop building No. 1 for 
this purpose. Mrs. E. J. Wood, is matron of this department, and is 
doing excellent work for the State, and also for the women under her 
charge. 

DEPARTMENT FOR INSANE CRIMINALS. 

There is need that this part of the prison buildings, as provided 
for in the plans, be pushed forward. We now have three insane con- 
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victs, yet in my opinion they are not fit subjects for an insane asylum; 
for I hold that insane criminals should not be kept in same institution 
with insane, though innocent, persons, and therefore we need a special 
place for them in our prisons. 

GENERAL HEALTH. 

The health of convicts has been good. There has been, without 
doubt, less sickness amongst them than there would be with the same 
•number of free persons in the same length of time. No deaths have 
occurred during this term. For further information under this head, 
see Dr. Adair's report, as physician, and who in his duties as such 
has done good work, kind, faithful, and prompt whenever his services 
have been needed. 

CONVICT LABOR. 

Under this head, in my last report, I claimed that the State ceases to 
be truly economical and humane when it takes one dollar more of the 
convict's earnings than is necessary for his support, and recommended 
that the wages of a convict should be fixed at a fair figure, and every 
dollar he earned beyond his support should be held in reservp for his 
own use at the end of his term of imprisonment, or for the immediate 
benefit of his family or friends, as he may elect. I still adhere to 
this opinion, and again ask that it receive due consideration on your 
part. 

LIBRARY. 

We are constantly increasing our library by the purchase of books 
with the gate money received from visitors. Since October 1,1881, 
have expended $914.34. Donations for our library have been frequent, 
so that the amount of reading matter for the convicts is now better 
than ever before. Interesting information about this part of our 
prison work will be found in Mrs. Merrill's report. 

GARDHK PBODUOrS.

Mr. Kinsey, our turnkey, continues to oversee the work of our 
garden, in addition to his duties aft tunikej^ and, as I said two years 
ago, hi« services are very valuable^ For further facts as to quantity 
and quality of garden products, see report of Mr. Lewis Bansey, !>'; - 
pended hereto. 
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OUR FUTURE NEEDS. 



The building of the wall has been an important part of our work 
during this term, and the necessary appropriation for the continuance 
of this work we place amongst our needs for the future; also that you 
provide for the erection of the center building according to the orig- 
inal plans for the prison. The enclosure in front of south cell-house 
is, as I said two years ago, ready for the iron fence, and I hope the 
required appropriation of $1,401 for its erection will be granted. 
Without this fence, this part of our work is incomplete. I also call * 
your attention to the need of pump and tank-house for suggested plan 
of water supply described elsewhere in this report, and ask again for 
an appropriation of $8,000 for this purpose. 

Amongst our needs a very necessary one is an appropriation for 160 
more electric lights, so that wa miy have one to each cell. 

For the continuance and success of our Sabbath-school I am pjreatly 
indebted to the Christian citizens of Anam3sa, and gratefully ac- 
knowledge my appreciation of their efforts to help the convicts, mor- 
ally and spiritually. The presence and influence of these Christian 
workers are helpful to me in the discipline of the prison, and I tliank 
them most heartily for this help. 

I am also indebted to you, as Governor, for the help which your 
visits and counsel have been to me during this term; also to Mr. Fos- 
ter, architect, to my subordinate oflicers and guards for their faith- 
fulness in the discharge of their respective duties, without which 
faithfulness the work committed to my care could not have been so 
successfully done.

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GENERAL STATEMENT OF RECEIPTS AND EXPENDITURES.

PHYSICIAN?S REPORT. 

Additional Pknitentiary, ) 

Anamosa, IoWa, June 30, 1881. ) 

Hon. a. E. Martin, Warden : 

My report for the last twenty-one months is an excellent showing, 
in a sanitary point of view. Quite a number of chronic cases accu- 
mulate as our prison grows older and numbers increase. The acute 
cases are comparatively few in numbers, and of short duration. Our 
accidents have not been so frequent nor severe as I have heretofore 
noticed, and very few have been injured froin any cause. We have 
to report one "death — Andrew May died in the prison hospital 'of con- 
sumption. He came to the prison with the disease, and finally, in 
1882 — ^May 18-^ied. As he had no friends to claim his body, was 
buried in the prison cemetery. 

We have now three cases of insanity, at times giving us some 
trouble, still at times rational enough to accomplish a good deal 
of work; all three cases are incurable, and perhaps arc as well 
here as any place. The State should have a hospital for all such 
cases within the State, that the insane convicts may be sepa- 
rated from those who are not convicts. This is an important 
matter, and I hope the next legislature may so arrange that some place 
may be provided for them. 

Our water supply is good and sufficient for the .present, need, but 
would be very much improved if a good system of filtering could -be 
devised, and, in my judgment, the State ought to demand this of the 
water-works company. 

Our sewer works well, and we now have no trouble in disposing of 
all slops heretofore left, it is as good as could be devised for the time 
and is one cause of 6\\t good health. With the annexed table of cases, 
I submit to you this report:

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CHAPLAIN'S REPORT. 



Hon. a. E. Martin: 

Sib — A reference to my report for the year 1881 would, with little 
alteration, seem to be all that is necessary for the present. The usual 
prayer meeting, Sunday-school and chapel services, with the addition 
of a religi9us service for the female convicts, have been held on each 
sabbath. Through the week the same effort has been made to help 
men to be better, to do better; also to fconvince them that it is what 
they really are at heart, not what they profess to be, that makes their 
lives either a success or failure; that they should always question the 
motive that leads to an action; that they should try ftnd be governed 
by principle rather than impulse; and of their own character, in order 
that their conduct should meet the approval, to learn something of 
their own hearts and consciences. I believe that to some the moral 
instruction has proved beneficial. Some seed has fallen on good 
ground. Letters from ex-convicts show me that there is much to en- 
courage. Some men who entered our prison skeptical, and scoffed at 
the religion of the Bible, have changed their views entirely, and are 
now trying to lead others to see their need of an all-sufficient Savior,, 
are earnestly working in the Sunday-school, and their lives are an in-^ 
fluence for good. Others, not claiming any personal interest in reli-^ 
gion, are at least providing honestly for themselves. 

Men keep their individuality — none more so than the inmates of 
our prison, but as this institution is reformatory in all its departmenta, 
and men are shown by their treatment how that kind feeling prevails- 
for them all, there is enough manhood to build upon, and! believe in 
many instances their term of service will prove beneficial. 

Our prayer-meeting is largely attmded. Our Sunday>school has in- 
creased in numbers and interest. Our teachers are the same earnest,, 
faithful workers that they have been in the past. Every Sabbath^ 
through heat and cold, through storm and sunshine^ they are at their

posts, following conscientiously the example of the Great Teacher, 
and doing in His name all they can to save the souls of their unfortu- 
nate brothers. May God bless and abundantly reward them. 

Each alternate Sunday morning during the hour from eight o'clocl^ 
until nine, Father McCormick holds a religiouis service with hisCath* 
olic " boys," and is, I believe, doing a good work among them. 

Since my last report we have added largely to our library. We ha4 
October 1, 1881, balance on hand, $435.33. Since then we have rer 
ceived $765.38; expended $914.34. Balance on hand, $286.37. We are 
indebted to Rev. D. A. Mathews, of Onarga, Illinois, for a large sup? 
ply of reading matter. Our thanks are also due to several others for 
their aid in this direction. 

This report would be incomplete, indeed, did I not acknowledge the 
uniform kind treatment I have received from the inmates of thi9 
prison. The same kind consideration and courtesy that have marke4 
their conduct toward me in all the past years, tell me, more plainly 
than anything else could, that as kindly hearts beat under the garb 
of stripes as under richer clothing, and that underneath a rough ex- 
terior kindly feeling and sympathy do exist. The strongest desire of 
my heart is to show them the great possibilities that are before them 
if they will only cultivate this kind feeling and good will until they 
shall be dominant feelings of their hearts. 

To yourself, also to the officers and guards of the prison, I extend 

heartfelt thanks for all your kind thoughtfulness and willingness- tp 

help me in my work.

To t?he Twentieth General Assembly: 

Your committee appointed to visit the Additional Penitentiary at 
Anamosa, would respectfully report: 

That we visited the Penitentiary on the 5tli and 6th instants, and 
made as careful , an examination as the time would permit, of the 
buildings, quarries, shops, books and general affairs connected with 
the management of the institution. 

In response to instructions we found: 

First, That the appropriations for the construction of the wall 
have been apparently wisely and economically expended, and as 
nearly as we can estimate about 22,443 cubic yards of masonry have 
been laid in the outside wall during the last biennial period, and that 
this work with free labor and under private management would under 
ordinary circumstances have cost not less than $150,000. The quality 
of the work appears to be first class in every respect and equal at 
least to that of any work heretofore done on any part of the wall. 

Second. The appropriations have in our opinioi^ been expended 
strictly in accordance with law and for the objects for which they 
were made. 

Third, As far as we have been able to ascertain, no indebtedness 
has been contracted not in accordance with the law and entirely 
within the letter and spirit of chapter 67, acts of the Seventeenth 
General Assembly. 

Fourth, We think there has been no diversion of the money from 
the specific purpose for which it was appropriated. 

Fifth. Below we present the names and salaries of all persons 
employed at the Penitentiary on the 1st day of February, and also 
the purpose for which each is employed and we find that nothing in 
addition to salary in the way of board, rent, light, fuel, clothing or 
anything else has been furnished at the expense of the State, except 
to the Warden as by law provided.

SioGth. We find but little need for means of fire escape, as the 
prison is perhaps as nearly fire-proof as can well be mad^, and there 
is but little combustible material upon the premises. There appears 
to be sufficient means for protection against fire, except that there is 
need for about 500 feet more of good strong hose. 

The electric light, although insufficient in supply, in other respects 
gives entire satisfaction, and demonstrates the wisdom of this ex- 
periment, and Its excellent quality, cheapness, cleanliness and safety 
are strong recommendations for its introduction to^ our other State 
institutions. 

In order to light the cells properly, there should be double the 
number of lamps now in use. 

The Warden's house is in no especial need of anything more at 
present, as it plainly and comfortably furnished. 

Section 4779 of the Code provides that a discharged convict shall 
"be furnished transportation, by means of tickets for passage, to any 
point within the State that is nearest to his former home or friends. 
Frequently he prefers not to go there, but in an opposite direction, 
when he will dispose of his ticket at a large discount. We recom- 
mend that the statute be amended so as to provide that the Warden 
shall, as in his discretion may appear expedient, pay to the discharged 
convict a sum of money of not less than $5.00 and not not more 
than $15. 

We recommend that the Warden be authorized to appoint and 
remove at his discretion a matron for the Woman's Department, at a 
salary of .$75 dollars per month, as this appears conducive to a syste- 
matic and efficient management. The place is now filled by a female 
guard appointed for that special purpose. 

We can see no good reason why the Deputy Warden of this prison 
should not receive a compensation equivalent to that of the Deputy 
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Warden at Ft. Madison, and therefore recommend that his salary be 
fixed at IllO per month. 
We recommend that the following appropriations be made, viz: 
To pay awards for the capture of escaped convicts, $500. 
For two new boilers necessary to furnish sufficient power for ma- 
chinery and steam for heating purposes, $1,500. 
For doubling the capacity of the electric light, $3,100. 
For purchasing 1,070 feet of tile necessary to provide proper drain- 
age for farm, $30. 
For the purpose of purchasing a strip of land south of the prison 
xand lying between the prison wall and the track of the Chicago & 
Northwestern Railroad Company, $8,000. 

In our opinion this tract of land should have been included in the 
original purchase, as it will be valuable and essential in operating 
this prison in the future. 

For the continuation of the work on walls, department for the 
criminal insane and female convict department, according to plans 
heretofore adopted by the Board of Commissioners, $65,000. 

This money should be expended under the direction of the Warden, 
who should superintend the work in accordance with plans submitted 
and approved by the Executive Council. 

After the work on any of the specified items is completed, any 
balance of money unexpended for such purpose should be applied to 
the work of general construction. 

We join in the recommendations made by the trustees of the hos- 
pitals for the insane, that it is very desirable that the department for 
the criminal insane be erected with as little delay as consistent with 
economy and convenience. 

In response to the resolution concerning prisons for women and 
women's reformatory, we find on page 18 of the records of the Board 
of commissioners appointed to locate prison and to provide plans for 
the same, ^^ that plans of the Additional l^enitentiary as exhibited 
by Messrs. L. W. Foster <fe Co. on June 19, a. d. 1872, were accepted 
and adopted *" by the said Board of Commissioners, and that said plans 
provide for a separate department for women, which when completed 
will afford sufficient accommodations for seventy-two female convicts, 
and in our opinion after a careful consideration of the humane and 
economic bearings upon this subject, it is advisable to carry out the 
design as originally adopted. 
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We think the names of the Penitentiaries should be changed. 

This to "the Anamosa Penitentiary" and the other to "the Ft 
Madison Penitentiary." 

We recommend that the Warden be authorized to furnish stone for 
the erection or improvement of any of our State institutions under 
the direction of the Executive Council, and that the amount of 
money actually paid out in furnishing such stone shall be refunded to 
the Warden by the institution receiving the stone. 

We recommend that the Warden be authorized, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Executive Council to dispose of the one hundred and 
twenty acres of land known as the old quarry tract. This tract of 
land is not necessary for the use of the prison. The quarries upon 
it have proved worthless on account of the great amount of stripping 
required and they have been abandoned. 

The new quarries have been well opened and will furnish an almost 
unlimited amount of stone of the best quality, and with light expense 
for stripping.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 



To his Excellency y Bueen R. Shebman, Governor of Iowa: 

Honorable Sik — With profound gratitude to Almighty God who 
has given us wise rulers and wholesome laws, together with all those 
rich and inestimable blessings which we possess; and with many 
thanks to the Chief Executive and to the General Assembly of the 
State for the fostering care which they have exercised over this Institu- 
tion, we have the honor of submitting this the Eighth Biennial Report 
of the Trustees of the Iowa Reform School for the fiscal term ending 
June 30, A. D. 1883. 

The Reform School is no longer an experiment among the charitable 
institutions of the State. For, notwithstanding the clouds that at 
one time hung over it, and the fierce storm of persecution which 
howled around it, making even the stoutest hearts to fear, it has won 
its way to a position not of respectability only, but to one of honor 
and influence among the permanently established institutions of the 
State of Iowa; and is to-day the radiating center of most benign in- 
fluences, which, flowing out through society, will bring purity to the 
hearts and gladness to the homes of multitudes of people.

The object of the school is indicated by the title, Reform School. 
It had been clearly ascertained that in our midst was a class of 
juveniles who were, from hereditary taint, dissolute parentage, bad 
training or some other cause, likely to become dangerous characters 
in society. 

What to do with this class became a grave question in the mind of 
the thoughtful citizen. Many of them were small children of tender 
years, whose delinquencies were largely owing to want of experience. 
To incarcerate these in jails and penitentiaries seemed cruel, since 
Buch a course would be ruinous to the person. And yet to allow them 
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to go on uncared for was eimply to raise a class of depredators, in- 
cendiaries, thieves an J murderers. 

To try to reform and restore to society as good citizens seemed to 
be the most humane and feasible plar. But the question of expense 
was as yet unsolved; that it would cost considerable was very evident, 
much more, indeed, than to place them in prisons; for a boy or girl 
can be kept in a prison cell for less money than in a good school, and 
a ball and chain is less expensive than an overseer; a high wall and a 
guard armed with a musket does not cost so much as a family build- 
ing with its kind-hearted manager. But the common sense of the 
State was against this, and would not consent to go back to the days 
when 

**Man once pent his fellow men 
Like brutes within an iron den." 

And then it was understood that a boy well reformed would be 
worth more to society than an adult criminal whether living or dead, 
and the outlay, however great, if this class, or any considerable num- 
ber of them, could be reformed and restored to the State as useful 
citizens, would be money well spent, and by preventing the destruc- 
tion of property and life at the hands of this class, and, by saving the 
costs of prosecution and punishment of these offenders in the future, 
the burden of taxation would be lessened year by year. 

An act was accordingly passed by the General Assembly establish- 
ing this School, the wisdom of which has been abundantly proven by 
the honest, industrious, upright lives of at least from seventy to 
seventy-five per cent of all who have been committed to its care, and 
have been returned to society. 

It should be remembered that it is only those whom society re- 
fuses longer to tolerate that are committed to this School. These are 
at once placed under a corps of instructors in manners, morals and 
literature, to many of whom this course is entirely new and strange, 
and is not in all cases readily submitted to. Yet, by kindness and 
patient perseverence, the most obstinate and incorrigible are brought 
under discipline, and show signs of improvement. 

The degree of improvement, however, differs widely with different 
inmates. Some there have been over whom the School has had little 
influence, and they are now what perhaps all might have been, had the 
School not been established

Notwithstanding the crowded condition of the inmates, their health 
during the fiscal term has been exceptionally good. There has been 
no serious affliction of any kind in the School. Striot regularity in 
their habits, and proper attention to diet and cleanliness, has, under 
the influence of divine Providence, kept the School entirely free from 
disease. ^ 

EDUCATION. 

The teachers, both in the Boys' and in the Girls' Departments, have 
labored with commendable zeal, and with gratifying success. It 
could hardly be expected, however, that there should [in all cases be 
the same improvement made that is usually found in our common 
schools. The persons here to be instructed are almost wholly of a truant, 
vagrant and incorrigible class; persons who know nothing of study, 
and care less; whose natures, in many instances, seem to be almost 
the essence of idleness and insubordination. 

Yet, by unremitting perseverence, the teachers have so far changed 
this condition of things, that in the end they have had the pleasure of 
seeing many of their scholars attain to a knowledge of^the common 
branches of English education that would compare favorably with 
that acquired in the best common schools of the State. As evidence 
of this, one of the recently discharged inmates of the Boys' Depiart- 
ment, after having passed a creditable examination, has been employed 
to teach a winter school in the county where the Reform School ^s 
located. 
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MORAL AND RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION, 



boys' department. 



In addition to the morning and evening worship in the families, 
every Sabbath the school assembles for their Sabbath school. The 
regular lesson which is taught in the schools throughout the country 
is taught here. And we are happy to say that almost every one seems 
specially interested in this exercise. And we think it is not too 
much to say that many of the inmates have acquired a degree of 
biblical knowledge that would put to the blush some who receive 
their instructions in the pews of costly churches. 

The clergy of the various churches of Eldora have served alternately 
as Chaplains, and one sermon is preached to the inmates each Sab- 
bath. As might be expected the moral tone of the Institution is in 
a very healthy condition. 

As the appropriation for Chaplain services has been used entirely 
in this department of the School, and is not more than is necessary, 
the Trustees respectfully ask that an additional appropriation of two 
hundred dollars be made for similar services in the Girls' Depart- 
ment.

THE BMJeLOYMBNT OF THE INMATES. 

I 

The inmates are divided into two classes. One class is in the 
school-room in the forenoon of each day, the other is at work on the 
farm and in the shops, kitchen, bakei^, laundry, or elsewhere, as 
occasion requires. 

In the afternoon this latter class goes into the school-room, and 
those who were in school in the forenoon take their place at work, so 
that every inmate has one half day in school each day, except in time 
of putting in crops in the spring, and in harvest. 

The Trustees are painfully conscious of the fact that there are per- 
sons discharged from the School whose life is regarded as reformed, 
and who doubtless would continue in well doing but for the fact they 
have no means of support. They have never had sufficient means at 
command to employ good mechanics to teach the boys trades. There 
has been a good instructor in the shoe-shop, and some of the boys 
have become fair workmen, but aside from this there has been almost 
nothing accomplished by way of trades. 

There should be means appropriated sufficient to .employ a good 
tailor to train a certain number of boys in that branch of business* 
There are near three hundred persons now connected with the School; 
the clothing of this number would afford ample opportunity to learn 
that trade. 

There should be an instructor in wood-work, carpentry, wagon- 
making, etc. The repairing of the simpler kind of farm implements, 
as well as making them, should all be done in the School. 

It is the intention of the Trustees to allow certain of the boys to 
work under instructions on any buildings that may hereafter be 
erected on the premises, and, as far as they may be able, to give them 
the means of self-support, so that on leaving the School they may be 
less dependent and more able to make their own way in life. 

BISCHABGBB INMATES. 

It is a sad fact that very few of the number discharged have any 
place worth the name of a home to return to. The great majority 
are without home, or, if otherwise, their home is such that it tends to 
drive them back into former habits. Dissolute and godless parents 
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have been the oause of the greater portion of juvenile delinquency. 
To return to such homes is often to return to former habits of vice. 
Could suitable hoiros be found for the discharged inmates, a very 
much greater percentage could be saved. 

Nothing could be more trying to a young man than to be placed 
among strangers without any means of support, especially at such 
seasons of the year when labor is not in demand. And yet this often 
occurs, and, as is believed, is the immediate cause of many going back 
to their former habits. 

The Trustees have, as far as they could, tried to remedy this by 
seeking to obtain suitable places, but have found it no easy task to 
accomplish. 

NEW BUILDINGS. 

In the Boys' Department there are now, June 30, 1883, two hundred 
and forty inmates, who are divided into families, under the control 
and supervision of careful family managers. Not more than fifty 
persons can be kept in one building with safety to the health and life 
of the inmate. 

FAMILY BUILDINGS. 

There are but three family buildings connected with this Depart- 
ment, and for a while the whole school was crowded into these. But, 
fearing the result of over-crowding, the Trustees ordered the fitting 
up of a part of the shop building, and in that is now kept one of the 
families. 

An additional building for this purpose is indispensable. The num- 
ber of inmates is steadily increasing, and room must be provided for 
their accommodation ; that which we now have is entirely inadequate. 

EAST WING. 

There are three important items which the Trustees to save expense 
have grouped together in one plan, to constitute an east wing to the 
main building, to-wit: A dining hall, chapel and detail hall. 
There is at present no room connected with the Institution sufficiently 
large to accommodate the school for any of the above named pur- 
poses. 
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DINING HAJjJj^ 

The necessity of dining all the school together is apparent to 
every one. It saves time. One does not have to wait until another 
is done. It saves labor. The food is all taken to one room instead 
of to several rooms. It saves expense. It requires fewer waiters to 
convey the food to one room than to several rooms, and one general 
overseer can do the work of all, were they not divided into separate 
rooms. 

CHAPBI/. 

As religions instruction is a necessity in a reform school, — a chapel 
is indispensable. The only place that has to the present been used is 
an upper room in the shop building. For a time this did tolerably 
well, but, with our increased numbers, it is of little use ; and, be- 
sides, it is needed for other purposes. 

Special attention is given on the Sabbath to Sabbath school instruo^ 
tion. Every one knows that room for the different classes is required 
here. If the classes are crowded together the confusion becomes so 
great that we fail in accomplishing the end desired. 

Even at the regular hour of preaching, when people may be seated 
close together, such is the jam that no one is comfortable, and the 
effect of the service is to a great extent lost. Such are the inconven- 
iences under which the School at present labors. 

DETAIL HALL. 

In order that proper details of boys may be made for the various 
demands and duties of the day, the boys are drawn up in line, and 
the proper selections made therefrom. 

This work requires a little time, and, as there is no room that will 
accommodate, they are forced to stand in the yard. This, in time of 
rain or snow-storm, as in the winter, is very severe, and ought to be 
remedied. 

The Trustees, therefore, as in duty bound, have presented these 
three items in hope that the General Assembly will in its wisdom 
grant the needed relief. 

MAIN BUILDING. 

It is found, owing to the severity of the storms that have of 
lAte become so prevalent throughout the country, almost impossible 
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to keep the mansard roof of the main building in repair. It is a 
matter of constant anxiety and concern. These storms are almost 
always accompanied with heavy rains, and when a portion of the roof 
is blown away the rain coming into the building sometimes does as 
much damage as the wind has done. 

The Trustees ask that an appropriation be made of sufficient amount 
to change the mansard to a common hip roof. 

OTHER APPBOPBIATIONS ASKBD. 

The appropriations asked for though small are as necessary in their 
place as any. The State has a large and important investment in the 
Reform School, and as each fund is required by law to be kept 
strictly within the limit prescribed, a contingent fund of considerable 
amount becomes a necessity, in order that repairs be made and work 
done that no degree of foresight could anticipate. The engine and 
»team-heating apparatus, having been in use for years, need to be re- 
paired, and as we are dependent almost wholly on these for warm- 
ing the buildings it is of first importance that this be attended to. 

SALE AND PURCHASE OF LANDS. 

There are seven hundred and sixty acres of land now belonging to 
the School. But one eighty acre lot is located about two and one half 
miles distant from the main body, and another eighty acre lot is sep- 
arated from the main body by an eighty lying between it and the 
main body. 

The Trustees respectfully ask that permission be given them to 
sell the eighty acre tract 'that lies twt) and one half miles away, and 
purchase the one that lies between the tracts now belonging to the 
School, so that the land belonging to the School might lay in a solid 
body. 

The reasons for this request are briefly as follows, to-wit: The 
land proposed to be sold is too remote to cultivate in crops with 
profit ; too much time is consumed in going to and returning from 
it ; also the chances for boys to escape in this work is greatly in- 
creased. 

It has been used as a pasture lot, but the fences often get broken 
and the stock scatter through the country before the Superintendent is 
aware that they are out. At present it is rented to a gentleman who 
proposes to buy at a fair price if it can be had, and the gentleman 
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owning the lot lying alongside of and between what is now owned by 
the State, proposes to sell, and, though there is a difference in value, 
yet it would be greatly to the advantage of the School to sell the one 
and buy the other. 



APPROPRIATIONS ASKED FOR.

In order that the Institution may accomplish fully the great end 
for which it was established, the Trustees respectfully ask that the 
Appropriations be made for the following purposes, to-wit:

COMPENSATION OF OFFICERS. 

It is a fact perhaps not generally understood that the officers of the 
Board of Trustees receive no compensation whatever as officers. 
While they are in nowise disposed to complain, yet they do feel that 
in regard to the Treasurer of the Board it does work a hardship 
which the Board feel assured will be gladly provided for. It 
should be remembered that the State requires the Treastirer of the 
Reform School to give bond in the penal sum of from twenty to 
twenty-tive thousand dollars, and, in addition, to receive and disburse 
all moneys appropriated from time to timfe for the benefit of the 
Institution. One unacquainted with the details of this office can have 
but little idea of the care and labor required, and the perplexity at- 
tending the discharge of the duties of this office. 

To the Bcjard it seems unreasonable that such a State as the State 
of Iowa, should require one of her citizens to do this work for noth- 
ing. They think that fifteen years of constant service rendered by 
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different ones in that office without compensation is all that ought to 
be required, and they now ask that an allowance be made the Treas- 
urer of such an amount per annum as would be just and right. 

GIBLS' BBPABTMENT. 

Although there are not so many inmates in. this Department as in 
the Boys' Department, yet the State has very wisely concluded that 
it is as necessary to provide for the reformation of female delinquents 
as of males. 

And although there have been found here from time to time, per- 
sons who have made themselves familiar with the very lowest forms 
of vice, yet such has been the influence of the school over them that 
a very large proportion have been thoroughly reformed, and are now 
leading virtuous, upright lives; many have married well and are set- 
tled in respectable homes; many others are employed in families of 
respectability, and are conducting themselves creditably to themselves 
and are reflecting honor upon the Institution. 

RBLIGIOUS INSTRUCTION. 

In this Department as well as in the Boys' the greatest care is exer- 
cised in regard to the moral and religious training of the inmates. 
No pains is spared to impress deeply upon the minds of the inmates 
the great importance of a virtuous life. The daily reports of con- 
duct required, the notings of delinquencies, the counsel and advice 
attending these daily reports, the constant watchfulness of teachers 
and officers, have produced most wonderful results in the reformation 
of those committed to the school. 

EMPLOYMENT OF INMATES. 

The girl^ are carefully taught in all the various branches of house- 
keeping, and are trained in needle-work, so that they both make and 
mend their own clothing, and in addition are taught various kinds of 
fancy work. 

One of the discharged inmates, having become so proficient in 
fancy work, is now employed by the school at a salary of ten dollars 
per month to give instruction in this Department. And thus far the 
work done of this kind, and bought and paid for by the citizens, has 
more than paid the wages of the instructor. 
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BDUCATION. 

The greatest care is taken to impart thorough instructioD in the sev- 
eral branches of common school education, and the Trustees are happy 
to be able to say that, in this Department as well as the Boys' there has 
been a degree of success attained that is most creditable to the 
teachers who have been employed in the work. 

• ADMINISTRATION BUILDING. 

At its last session the General Assembly made an appropriation to 
this Department of three thousand, five hundred dollars for the 
erection of a new building, but made no appropriation for furnish- 
ing. 

The Trustees, desirous of making all they could for the School, em- 
ployed an architect to give them a plan of a house the most com- 
modious and substantial that could be built for that sum of money, 
and a building of respectable size, style and finish, has been com- 
pleted. 

But it could not be occupied until furnished, and the Trustees had 
no means at command which could be used for such purpose,^nd 
were forbidden to contract a debt, and very little could be spared 
from the other building wherewith to furnish the new. 

The Superintendent, therefore, unwilling to lose the use of the 
building, and to incur the risk of another scourge of typhoid fever 
by keeping the inmates crowded together as they then were, from his 
own private means purchased what furniture they are now nsing, in 
hope that the coming Greneral Assembly would take the same of^ his 
hands. And the Trustees feel that they can do nothing less than to 
recommend that this be done, and that the Superintendent be reim- 
bursed. The bills for the above purchase are on file in the office of 
the Superintendent. 

FAMILY BUILDING. 

There are at present eighty-four inmates in this Department, al- 
most double the number that should be allowed in one building; and 
in this number are some that have made themselves familiar with the 
Tery lowest forms of vice. To the Trustees it seems unreasonable to 
place in daily association with thei>$e the little ones who have never 
learned the ways of sin to any great extent. The common dictates 
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of humanity would say keep them separate until the older ones, at 
least, are reformed. 

From these two considerations, therefore, first, the numbers pres- 
ent ; second, the two grades or classes, an additional building is in- 
dispensable. 

WATEK SUPPLY. 

The question of water supply has been a most perplexing one, and, 
owing to the locality of the School, it is thought that nothing short 
of an artesian well will answer the demand. From the success that has 
attended the efforts of others in the neighborhood "ye think it might 
be made successful here. 

For details in regard to the doings of the school, products of farm, 
etc., we refer you to the report of the Superintendent. For receipts 
and expenditures, etc., we refer you to the report of the Treasurer. 

PtJBCHASE OF LANDS. 

There are but forty acres of land belonging to this Department, an 
amount entirely too small to meet the demands of the School. \ 

When the grounds occupied by the buildings and the garden and 
orchard, etc., are deducted from the whole there is altogether too lit- 
tie left for pasturage, and nothing for hay or corn. 

There should be enough land belonging to the school to enable 
them to keep sufficient stock to furnish a full supply of butter and 
milk, and, to a certain extent, the meat also. 

There are forty acres adjoining that already owned by the School 
that can now be purchased^ and the Trustees respectfully ask that an 
appropriation of two thousand, four-hundred dollars be made for the 
purchase of said tract. 

STEAM HEATING. 

The Board of Trustees would also urge the necessity of heating 
the buildings of this Department with steam. It is high time that 
the antiquated and unsatisfactory methods now in use should be dis- 
pensed with. We would, therefore, recommend the building of a 
central boiler-house, from which pipes may be laid to conduct the 
steam from the boiler to the various buildings of the Institution. If 
this should be done, new buildings, when erected in the future, may 

be warmed from the same boiler with very little expense. 

» 

In order to arrive at the cost of such a method of heating, Mr. 
Finkbine, of the Capitol Commission, was requested to visit the 
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premises and make an estimate of the same, which we append below. 
In addition to the estimate of Mr. Finkbine, a boiler house would 
probably cost $2,000.

Considering our numbers, the bealtli has been remarkabjiy good. 
We bave been free from epidemic and contagious diseases. Four 
deatbs bave occurred — two of tbem from pulmonary consumption, in 
botb of wbicb tbere was an hereditary predisposition. Tbe others 
weae occasioned, one by pneumonia, and one by inflammation of the * 
bowels. At present we have no sickness in the Institution. The x 
sanitary condition of the school is good. Health is prompted by a 
liberal supply of wholesome food, regular habits and frequent bath- 
ing, careful attention being paid at all times against the introduction 
of any contagious disease. 



SCHOOLS.

We think our school work is an improvement on anything in thie 
school line in the past history of the Institution. We have Jiad in 
operation the past winter five grades, with an experienced and suc- 
cessful teacher in charge of each. 

In several instances boys have come into the school entirely illiter- 
ate, and in a few months have learned to read well, write legibly and 
solve simple problems accurately. A matter that they never would 
have acconiplished left to their fate in their haunts of vice from 
whence they came. 

FABM AND GARDEN. 

Owing to the biennial fiscal term ending this year in June, we have 
but one crop to report, that of last year. It was a good average yield, 
for detailed statement of which see Farmer's and Gardener's report. 

In the interest of the farm, I would again urge that an appropria- 
tion be asked for drain tile. Many acres that are now useless could bo 
converted into the most productive land on the farm by the use of a 
few thousand feet of^ tile. We have, since our last report, planted t 
out four acres of small fruit, a few fruit trees, about two. hundred 
more, ornamental and forest trees on the lawn, and twenty acres of 
timber on the north and west of the buildings, the latter bejj^ de- 
signed for a wind break. 

About the usual amount of live stock and other farm products has 
been sold, which has helped us some in the way of support (see de- 
tailed statement of receipts). In addition to this, greiat quantities of 
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farm and garden products, and the milk and batter from twenty- 
five COW8 have been consumed, which to us is the same as cash. 

NEEDS OP THE INSTITUTION. 

Our 240 boys are now in quarters designed for 200. Our chapel 
and dining rooms are much too small. The rooms now occupied for 
these ptii'poses are greatly needed for shops and other purposes. 

There should be constructed in the near future an east wing to the 
main building, containing detail hall in basement, dining-room and 
kitchen on first floor, and chapel on the second floor. Also a family 
building which would accommodate fifty boys. These wants are im- 
perative, and must be supplied, or we will be compelled ere another 
biennial period shall have passed to turn boys out before they should 
go, or refuse to receive liew ones, either of which would not be in 
keeping with the design and spirit of the Institution. 

Our further wants are an additional story on the boiler and engine 
house, for a steam fitter's shop; a new engine of greater capac- 
ity, .suitable steam heating and cooking apparatus for the new 
wing, when constructed, an appropriation xor chaplain and library, 
and at least $4,000 for contingencies and repairs. Our means of sup- 
plying water are not equal to the demand. We need a steam pump 
in addition to our windmill. 

Our wants may seem to be many, but they are not out of propor- 
tion to the increased numbers of the School.

CONCLUSION. 

The funds which have come into my hands during the fiscal term 
have been paid out as per the foregoing " financial statement," and no 
outstanding accounts remain unpaid. 

The trust you have continued to repose in me as your Superin- 
tendent has been very highly appreciated and conscientiously dis- 
charged. It has been my earnest desire and greatest pleasure to 
know and do your will concerning the affairs of the School. And yet 
while this is the case I am very grateful that you have not regarded 
me as a mere machine that shall continually draw its motive power 
from you, but have accorded to me very liberally discretionary power 
in the affairs of the Institution. 

I have been anxious to keep the financial standing of the School 
above reproach, and have succeeded fairly. But that and all other 
things have been secondary to my desire to make the School a '^ child 
saving" Institution. The farming, the gardening, the dairy, the 
shop work, the bills receivable, and bills payable; the personal 

7 
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preferences of all officers and employes; every thing of that nature, 
when placed in the balance should be outweighed as light and sec- 
ondary when the great principle of ^child-saving is placed upon the 
other half of the scales. The brevity of the average inmate's sojourn 
in the School will warrant the compromise of almost every other 
interest for the promotion of his moral, intellectual and industrial 
training. 

While the results of our work in the past are very gratifying and 
encouraging, we believe, that greater good to greater numbers may be 
done in the future by taking measures to decrease the numbers in our 
families and increase the average length of time spent by the boy 
in the Institution. 

Parents who have failed to control their boys at home and who are 
poorly qualified for the care of children, clamor for the release of 
their boys when they have been here but barely twelve months, and 
then, when they get them home and find that all the gnarls and de- 
fects of character have not been eradicated, they are dissatisfied with 
the.#esults and ready to condemn the School for not doing what they 
have have failed to accomplish in ten or fifteen years. 

Then I would again urge, as I did in a previous report, that you 
raise higher the standard of culture to which the boys are required 
to attain before being released, and remonstrate kindly with those 
who would seek to have their boys released before the School has had 
an opportunity to do its work of reformation. 

As an evidence that our work is not in vain, I wish to mention the 
fact that a few of our boys who have graded out are teaching school 
and a great majority of them with whom we are or have been in com- 
munication, occupy respectable positions in the employ of farmers, 
railroads, mechanics, and merchants, and not a few of them are in 
business for themselves, doing well. 

One of our boys has just closed a successful term of school in this 
county, and has a winter school engaged in a district adjoining the 
county seat. 

We have the sympathy and enjoy the commendation of the people 
and press of this vicinity and throughout the State where the school 
Ifi known. 
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With all these things to encourage us, and your wise and timely 
council to direct us, and our faith in the promises of God to bless an 
earnest effort to know the truth, we begin another biennial period

with renewed devotion to the wayward boys of Iowa.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 



girls' department. 

To the Honorable Board of Trustees of the Iowa Reform School: 

For the sixth time it becomes our duty to report to you the condi- 
tion and needs of the Girls' Department of the Iowa Reform School. 

During the years that we have labored with you for this special 
class, we have endeavored to study carefully the methods and philos- 
ophies of riper experience, and trust that we have added to our pa- 
tience knowledge, so that with each recurring biennial period we 
have been able to render better service to the State and its unfortu- 
nate children. 
f Our faith in the great possible achievements of institutions of this' 

character is not abated. It is true that the good achieved is not all 
we (fould desire, but it is possible that those unacquainted with such 
work may demand too much of those engaged in it. We tio not claim 
that all girls who are committed to this school are reformed; we 
know they are not; possibly some are not benefitted, but we protest 
against judging of results by one or two individual cases. A girl 
left this school in whom we had no confidence, and of whom we had 
no hope; her father was well to do, and she had not been driven into 
vice by poverty. Her career, both before and after commitment, was 
one of choice. After leaving the School she became a notorious wo- 
man of the town, and sceptical persons pointed to her as a repre- 
sentative graduate of this Institution, while at least eight others in 
the same city (Des Moines) were leading quiet, industrious lives. 
The public hears nothing of these, while those who continue vicious 
are known and talked of on every street corner. 

It can be conclusively shown that a large majority of those who 
leave the School are permanently reformed. They may not set the 
world on fire by their genius, but the State is certainly compennated 
when, by a minimum of Christian benevolence, it has turned into so- 
ber and industrious channels a multitude of embryotic criminals and

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APPRO PBI ATIONS. 

I trust you will indulge me in a word with reference to future appro- 
priations for this Department. It will be remembered that the Legis- 
lature at its last session appropriated three thousand five hundred dol- 
lars with which to erect what "is called the "Administration Building,'* 
but no appropriation was made for furnishing. In order to use this 
building at all, it was necessary to have furniture, and I have there- 
fore advanced nearly dye hundred dollars with which to provide car- 
pets, bedding, hangings, etc. I have done this on my individual ac- 
count, confidently expecting that'the Legislature would be generous 
enough to reimburse me, and the bills are on file in this office. We 
are also in great need of additional bedding for the girls, school desks 
and other school furniture. 

HEATING. 

It is imperative that some other mode of heating shall be adopted. 
The present method is expensive and unsatisfactory, at best, and if 
continued, the old furnaces will have to be replaced by new ones. It 
would seem to be economy, therefore, to adopt some other method 
which would be better and more in keeping with the progress of the 
age. 

REPAIR FUND. 

The floor of the main building is worn through in many places, and 
should be entirely replaced by hard wood. The roof is leaky and 
must be extensively repaired or entirely replaced by a new one. The 
entire building needs to be painted outside and in, and many other 
repairs are really needed, so that we should have a generous fund with 
which to meet such contingencies. 

WATER SUPPLY. 

We have at no time had sufficient water since the school has been 
located here. Every year we have been compelled to haul water in 
barrels from a neighboring well. We should be helpless in case of 
fire, and the need in this direction does not require emphasis. 
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OUT-BUILDINGS. 

Under this head we mention first of all, a cow stable, sufficient to 
accommodate fifteen cows; a pig house, corn crib, etc.; a wagon and 
carriage house, as we are now compelled to stand some of our vehi- 
cles out in the weather. 

NEW FAMILY BUILDING. 

We need also an an additional family building, in which we can 
place the little girls, thus providing more sleeping room and conse- 
quently better ventilation, and at the same time enabling us to class- 
ify the children and preserve the little ^irls from contact with the 
older and more wayward ones. We are using all the available room 
in our present building, and if the School should continue to increase 
in numbers the new building will be a necessity. 

Numerous other appropriations will be necessary for the coming 
term, but we shall trust to the wisdom of your honorable body in 
urging our needs upon the Legislature. 

IN CONCLXrSION, 

we have many persons to thank for kindness and courtesy shown us 
during the past biennial term. Many publishers have favored us 
with gratuitous copies of their publications; a large box filled with 
choice literature was forwarded us from Boston, and Miss Jane Ad- 
ams contributed a number of choice volumes for the girls' library 
and several pictures to adorn the walls of the school-room: For 
these and other favors we are very thankful, as also for the thought- 
ful kindness and timely suggestions of your honorable body. 

FURNACE FUND. 

The Legislature, at its last session, appropriated three hundred 
dollars with which to provide means for warming the girls,' dormito- 
ries. It was found impossible to purchase and fit up a furnace suffi- 
cient to do the work required, and upon consultation with your body 
it was thought best to repair the old furnaces so as to temporarily 
supply the need in this direction. Vouchers are therefore on file in 
this office for expenditures from this fund, as follows:

Your joint committee to visit the Girls' Department of the State 
Reform School at Mitchellvi^e have performed that duty and beg 
leave to report as follows: 

We were kindly received by L. D. Lewelling, Superintendent, and 
Mrs. L. D. Lewelling, Matron, who have charge of and conduct the 
affairs of the Institution, and by them shown over the buildings and 
grounds, and accorded free access to their books and accounts and 
to the departments of the Institution. 

By an act of the Eighteenth General Assembly this property, 
known as the Mitchell Seminary, was purchased by the State of 
Iowa for the purpose for which it is now used. 

The school building is a two-story brick, forty by eighty feet, with 
a basement story which is used as a cook-room, dining-room, and for 
general household purposes. 

The new administration or office building is a two-story frame, 
thirty-six by forty feet, well divided up and finished off, and is a 
very good building for the sum ($3,500) which was appropriated for 
its erection. 

The laundry building is a one-story frame, twenty by thirty feet, 
with an addition thereto twenty by twenty feet, all with basement 
story, and cost the sum of $1,500. 

The new vegetable cellar, built in 1883 at a cost of $300, is also a 
good structdre, and we consider the money well expended therefor. 

This Institution* is situated in Polk county, on a beautiful forty 
acre tract of moderately high and gently rolling prairie, and having

been built expressly for school purposes is quite well adapted to its 
present use.

AU the employes received board, rooms, fuel and light in addition 
to above salaries. 

This is the custom and they were employed with that understand- 
ing. 

The Board of Trustees have urged the necessity of purchasing an 
adjoining forty acres of land, and your committee, after having 
thoroughly examined this land, would respectfully recommend that 
the sum of two thousand dollars be appropriated for the purchase 
thereof, and also that then the sum of five hundred dollars be appro- 
priated for the purchase of an additional number of cows. This will 
aid the Superintendent in adding milk and butter to the present bill 
of fare, which we embody in this report:

Dinner— Bread, beef soup, stewed onionSj and rice pudding. 

Supper— Bread and butter, or bread and milk, peach sauce.

Breakfast— •Bread, coffee, fried hominy, hash from previous day's 
dinner. 

Dinner— Bread, pork and beans, steamed apple dumplings. 

Supper— Breads baked potatoes and gravy. 

THURSDAY. 

Breakfast— Bread, coffee, fried bacon, apple sauce. 
Dinner— Beef soup, com bread, butter, pickles, fried onions. 
Supper— Bread and molasses. 

FRIDAY. 

Breakfast— Bread and tea, rice with sugar, salt fish. 
Dinner— Vegetable soup, meat stew with dumplings, com bread. 
Supper— Oatmeal mush with dressing. 

SATURDAY. 

Breakfast— Bread, fried potatoes and sauce. 

Dinner— Bread, bean soup, stewed onions and pudding. 

Supper— Bread, fish, dried apple sauce, kettle tea. 

To this, in the proper seasons, we were told, is added an additional veget- 
able diet— such vegetables as are grown on the place. 

The Trustees also urge the necessity of a new building, and we 
recommend that the same be built. We found the school over- 
crowded. Twenty-five girls are now required to sleep in a room 
about twenty feet wide by thirty feet long, and all the sleeping and 
other apartments are greatly overcrowded. The young and compara- 
tively innocent girls are now crowded together with the older and 
more depraved ones, some of whom have become common nuisances 
in outraged communities who will no longer tolerate their presence. 
We doubt the propriety of sending seven year old girls to this or any 
other reform sohqol, and if this is to be the continued policy of the 
State, we earnestly hope and trust that there will be more ample pro- 
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visions made in the way of buildings for the better olassification of 
the inmates. And, in the judgment of your committee, until this is 
done the best interest of what might properly be called the infant 
class will not be subserved, and the true reformation of these young 
girls will be greatly retarded, and the good influence of the school 
upon them is likely to be more than neutralized by the bad influence 
of the more depraved class with whom they are daily compelled to 
associate. 

' Your committee also recommend that the appropriation asked by the 
Trustees for the erection of a boiler-house and for steam heating appar- 
atus be made. The necessity may be seen in part from the fact that the 
fuel and lights for the school during the last twenty-one months ending 
June 30, 1883, has cost $1,228.43, or about $58.50 per month, winter 
and summer. The total cost is $121.11 more than the whole cost of 
books and stationery for the Institution, and clothing for all the in- 
mates during the same period. Or if you add $454.67 for furnishing 
goods you have a total of $1,561.98 for books and stationery, clothing 
and furnishing goods during the same period for the whole Institution 
as against $1,228.43 for heating and lighting it. 

And it should be kept in mind ihat there is nothing in this bill for 
heating and lighting the new or administration building, as it has 
been built since the ending of said term. 

The old furnace should go. The cooking apparatus is wholly in- 
sufficient, and unless it is thought best to provide for this in connec- 
tion with the contemplated heating arrangements, the cooking range 
and bake oven asked for should be supplied. 

In short, all the appropriations asked for are needed. However, 
unless the land is purchased,' the cow stable will not be, or at least 
one not so expensive. The appropriation for fencing is based, in 
part, upon the idea of the purchase of said land. The appropriation 
for furniture is based upon the idea of a new family building, except 
$500, which has already been paid out by the Superintendent in fur- 
nishing the administration building, for which no appropriation was 
made. 

The appropriations made for the Institution by the Nineteenth Gen- 
eral Assembly have been properly expended, and for the objects for 
which the same were made, and notlin excess of the appropriations, 
except as above and $66.50 on the administration building, which was 
paid for by hauling done by the Reform School team. There is a 
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small balance of $9.51 on hands from water supply and fence fund, and 
$9.72 from contingent fund. But the needs of the Institution are snch 
in that direction that the same will necessarily be consumed. 

No indebtedness has been contracted but which was provided for by 
appropriations, and the public money which has been provided for 
this department of the Reform School during the present term has 
not been diverted from its proper uses. 

The buildings are so constructed that in case of fire it would be 
very easy to escape from them, and the inmates are in more danger 
than are persons who live in our ordinary farm or dwelling houses, 
and no extra means of escape are required. 

No sufficient means has been provided for furnishing the water 
supply. The wells were dry and water was being ihauled from a 
neighbor's well. Something should be done at once in this direction. 
The health of the inniates is good and has been during the term, 
their general appearance was one of ordinary comfort and good 
health. 

Whether the suggestions made are in the direct line of our duty 
may be doubted by some, but we will venture just one move, which is 
not done in the spirit of criticism of the officers or manager; theirs 
field of labor is a hard one indeed and we believe they are doing 
faithful and efficient work, and work that they might well shrink from 
if no higher motives actuated them than the mere desire to earn 
their salaries. Nor do we believe that the State is paying more than 
the worthy- Superintendent, Matron and other employes earn. But 
we think that these salaries, amount paid for books and stationery, 
fuel and lights and other current expenses should be provided for by 
appropriations for these specific purposes. And that the support of 
the inmates be they many or few, should be by such allowance per 
month to each as will surely furnish her with all necessary food, 
clothing and other matters required for her comfort and support, 
after contributing her own labor thereto when not engaged in her 
school work. 

The thickness of the slices of bread they eat should not be con- 
ditioned or made to depend upon the price paid for coal to keep them 
warm, or upon the general running expenses of the Institution, or 
the number of bad girls in Iowa that may find their way into this 
school. 

Under the present system there is paid for each inmate ten dollars 
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y 
per month, and out of this fund salaries, current expenses as above, 
and support of inmates are all paid. Salaries and expenses will not 
grow less, so it is easy to see that there is a minimum number of in- 
mates, whose presence in the school is absolutely necessary to pre- 
serve its very life. And should the number be lessened at any time 
by death, or escape of very bad girls, or by the discharge or release of 
reformed ones, just to the extent that this vital number is so lessened 
will the condition of those remaining tend toward absolute want or 
starvation. 

Again, we believe girls, when reformed, should graduate out of 
this school, and there should be no obstacles in the way, however 
slight. 

But if the life of the Institution and the support of the other in* 
mates at that very time should depend upon their longer stay, may it 
not happen that the reformatory period of the life of some poor Iowa 
girl, committed to the school, may extend far beyond the reformatory 
period and assume the form of involuntary servitude, or indeed im- 
prisonment? If so, the system of support is wrong. And while 
there may never have been any abuses of this kind (and we distinctly 
aver that we know of none), yet your committee feel that this Insti- 
tution to which our girls may be sent for a period of eleven years of 
their young lives, should in its system of support be at once put upon 
the most humane and liberal basis.

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2o the IwenUeth General Assembly of the State of Iowa: 

Your committee appointed to visit the Reform School at Eldora^ 
would respectfully report: 

Mrst. That we did, in pursuance of the Concurrent Resolution, 
visit said institution on the 6th and 1th days of February, 1884. 

Second. We found in said school 255 boys, all in good state of 
discipline and of orderly deportment, resulting, as we believe, from 
kind treatment rather than from undue punishment. 

Of the boys, five were in the hospital, receiving the care necessary 
for their comfort and restoration; 250 were in good state of health, 
one half of whom attend school in the forenoon and are engaged at 
work in the afternoon, the other half work during the forenoon and 
are in school in the afternoon. We found all the inmates cleanly in 
their person as weU as in their clothing, and general cleanUness 
seemed to prevail in all the departments of the institution. 

Third. From observations made during our brief sojourn at the 
school wet were led to conclude that the general management of the 
institution in all its departments merits our warm commendation. 

Fourth. Yet in what we believe to be for the interest of the State 
and School, we beg leave to make the following suggestions: 

(a) That Sk/arm and stock account be kept, in order that it may 
be at least approximately ascertained the profit and loss in operating 
the farm and raising and feeding the stock thereon. 

{h) In the judgment of your committee, the State farm and the 
improvements thereon afford the proper facilities and advantages for 
raising and feeding all the cattle, hogs and poultry necessary to sup- 
ply the School with meat, and we recommend that this be done. 

(c) That there be procured and kept at each family building, and 
the main building, a good and substantial ladder, long enough to 
reach any of the windows in case of fire. 
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(d) That a speoial appropriation of 11,200 be made for the pur- 
pose of procuring a Sunday suit of clothes for each of the boys. 

(e) Your committee recommend the sale of the eighty acre tract 
of the State farm lying about two and a half miles southwest of the 
main farm, and the purchase of the eighty acre tract that lies be- 
tween and separates two eighty acr^ tracts of the main farm. 

(/) Your committee further wish to call attention to the fact that 
boys are being committed to said school that are under the age of 
fleven years and over the age of sixteen years, and would suggest that 
further legislation is necessary to prevent such commitments. 

Fifth. In compliance with the Concurrent Resolution of the Sen- 
ate and House of this Assembly, we would state — 

1st. We believe that the appropriations made by the last General 
Assembly have been wisely and economically expended, as set forth 
in the Trustees' report. 

2d. To the extent these appropriations have been used they have 
been for the purposes for which they were appropriated. 

3d. That chapter 67 of the acts of the Seventeenth General Assem- 
bly have been complied with. 

4tliu There has been no diversion of funds from the specific 
objects of the various appropriations.

Sixth. Your committee would further recommend that there be 
made the following appropriations for the following purposes: 

For a family building $8,600.00 

For changing mansard roof to hip roof on main building 2,000.00 

For contingent and repair fund 2,600.00 

For library fund 200.00 

For chaplain fund... 600.00 

For raising the roof and building a second story upon the engine 
building, and for new engine and for machinery and tools to be 

used therein 2,000.00 

Tor Simday suits for boys 1,200.00 

For fimd to pay difference in price of two 80 acre tracts 240.00 

For fund to build fence around 240 acres for pasture 400.00 

For fund to build fence in front of main building 150.00 

We find that the hospital privileges, while adequate for all ordi- 
nary use, are still wholly insufficient for the proper oare of the in- 
mates in case of an epidemic. 

We would therefor call the attention of the General Assembly to 
the necessity for providing for the erection of a hospital building, 
to be detached and located at a suitable distance from all other 
buildings. 

We would further recommend that provision be made for the bet- 
ter ventilation of the family buildings, and that in the erection of 
^11 new buildings ample provision be made therefor.
